Diane Whipple 
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F riends and family of Diane Whip¬ 
ple are reacting with shock, anger, 
and deep sad¬ 
ness over the 
dog mauling 
that took her life 
outside her Pa¬ 
cific Heights 
apartment on 
January 26. 

“We are 
blessed that 
God gave her to 
us for 33 years,” 

said Whipple’s -- 

partner, Sharon Smith, at Whipple’s 
memorial Mass last Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 1. The service was held at St. 
Mary’s College in Moraga where 
Whipple was the lacrosse coach. 
Smith referred to Whipple using her 
middle name, Alexis. 

“Alexis was the most significant 
person in my life the past seven years,” 
Smith told the 600 mourners as her 
voice choked with emotion. “And I 
know she touched us all in different 
ways. But we would all agree that she 
has an amazing spirit.” 

Smith read from a poem written to 
her by Whipple. Its last lines were: 
“When you look at your life, what do 
you see? Hopefully, you’ll see yourself 
and join life with me. I love you, Alex¬ 
is.” 

Those gathered later laughed 
through tears as Whipple’s close 
friend from her college days, Cheri 
DiCerno, reminded them of Whip¬ 
ple’s sense of humor. 

“I knew with certain guarantee, 
every few weeks I would get a package 
from Diane labeled ‘bogger head’ and 
it would be the silliest things, like a 
bag full of rotten candy, an old picture 
from me from days I want to forget 
about. She would write ‘Remember 
then? I’m going to blackmail you 
someday!’ funny things like that. To 
me she was a champion, not because 
she was an All-American athlete but 
she was one of my best friends in the 
world. 

“She was ‘Peanut’ as she called her¬ 
self but she had a giant heart and a 
giant spirit. I think that she left this 
world happy. I really believe that. She 
loved Sharon. She loved what she 
did,” DiCerno said. 

“I know her spirit will always be 
with us. And it still is. I know it is. And 
she would be laughing at me, she is 
saying ‘What are you doing?”’ DiCer¬ 
no said as the crowd broke up in 
laughter.

No 'sex Nazis' at Gold's 
Gym, manager says

N o, Virginia, the staff of Gold’s Gym on 
Market Street in the Castro are not “sex 
Nazis” as one disgruntled Bay Area Re¬ 
porter reader complained, they are actually 
dedicated to maintaining an excellent facility 
and providing quality customer service. 

But, if you are discovered en flagrante 
delicto or in any other kind of sexual activity, 
solo or otherwise, you might as well head for 
the showers, because you could lose your 
membership and be banned for life, accord¬ 
ing to Gwynn Villegas, manager. At the very 
least, you should expect a strong warning 
about your personal conduct. 

Signs informing members that sexual ac¬ 
tivity is prohibited are posted because San 
Francisco has rules governing such matters, 
Villegas pointed out. 

“I’m not here to provide a place for sexu¬ 
al activity. I’m simply maintaining opera¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Villegas said that there is a very popular 
sex club for men who wish to have sexual ac¬ 
tivity within walking distance of the gym. 

“Eros is just two blocks away and there’s 
the Steamworks in Berkeley. There are estab¬ 
lishments where people can go to participate 
in that kind of behavior,” he said. 

Villegas said his opinions about sex in the 
sauna or other steamy notions are just that - 
his opinions - and that by enforcing bans 
against such conduct, he is following San 
Francisco ordinances that make such activity 
illegal.

Whether sexual behavior is rampant at the 
gym or merely an occasional problem must 
remain a bit of a mystery, however, because 
Villegas flat out refused to say. 

“I don’t care to comment,” he said, pleas¬ 
antly. 

Reaction from members to renovations 
and improvements including an expansion of 


the space since Gold’s Gym took over opera¬ 
tions of the former Market Street Gym in 
February 2000 have been “exceedingly favor¬ 
able,” according to Villegas. 

And, he said, Gold’s Gym is just that, a 
place for healthy exercise - not sex. 

“We’re running a gym, not a bathhouse,” 
he noted. T 


Government revises HIV 
treatment guidelines

A revised version of HIV treatment 
guidelines issued Monday, February 5 
takes a less aggressive approach on 
when to start therapy. The changes reflect 
what has become common practice among 
the most experienced physicians treating 
HIV, and likely will have the greatest impact 
on those doctors who treat only a few cases 
of the disease and who rely upon such docu¬ 
ments to shape their practice. 

The “Guidelines for the Use of Antiretro¬ 
viral Agents in HIV-Infected Adults and Ado¬ 
lescents” document is a joint effort of the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services 
and the Henry J. Kaiser Family Foundation. 
The first version was published in 1998, with 
revisions coming at least once a year, some¬ 
times more frequently. 

The new version recommends that thera¬ 
py not be started until a person’s CD4+ T- 
cells fall below 350, or the blood plasma viral 
load passes a certain minimum level - 30,000 
•copies as measured by the branched DNA 
test, 55,000 copies as measured by the RT- 
PCR test - with a higher T-cell count. 

The previous guidelines set an earlier 
standard for intervention of 500 T-cells and 
viral load levels of 10,000 or 20,000 copies as 
measured by those same respective tests. A 
normal immune system has 800-1,000 T-cells 
on average and no virus in the blood. At the 
other end of the progression, serious illness 
begins to appear once T-cells sink below the 
level of 200 and accelerates below 100. Viral 
load at this point, absent therapy, can be well 
above 100,000 copies. 


The initial guidelines were developed 
soon after protease inhibitors came into 
widespread use. They were based on the hope 
that by using these drugs to “hit it early, hit it 
hard,” in the mantra of noted researcher 
David Ho, head of the Aaron Diamond AIDS 
Research Center in New York, the virus could 
be eradicated. 

All too soon it became apparent that this 
was a false hope, virus quickly took up resi¬ 
dence in certain tissue and cell compartments 
beyond reach of the drugs. Even when virus 
was cleared from the blood, it could trickle 
back in from these reservoirs to re-infect 
those portions of the body that had been 
cleared of virus. Drug associated toxicities 
also became more apparent. 

“We are very concerned about a number 
of toxicities associated with the long-term use 
of antiretroviral drugs,” said Anthony Fauci, 
director of the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health. This is one of the primary 
reasons for pushing back when to start ther¬ 
apy under the guidelines. 

The exception 

One major exception on when to start is 
acute or primary HIV infection. That is a 
brief window of perhaps 90 days or so from 
the time one is exposed to HIV to the time 
one exhibits antibodies to the virus. Many 
people experience flu-like symptoms during 
this period. 

The only way to determine the presence of 
HIV during acute infection is with a PCR 


assay that measures the virus itself. And even 
that is not likely to work in the first two 
weeks, as there may not be enough virus in 
the blood for the test to measure effectively. 
The common Elisa test used to screen most 
people for HIV infection will not work be¬ 
cause the body has not yet generated those 
antibodies that the Elisa assay measures. 

Very limited research in a small number 
of people who began therapy during acute

HRC getsTG commish

H n this model town of queer 
1 rights, it’s hardly surprising that 
I San Francisco now has its first 
openly transgendered commission¬ 
er on the city’s Human Rights 
Commission. But it is astounding 
to learn that she and many other 
transgenders in so-called safe cities 
with trans-friendly non-discrimi¬ 
nation policies are still deemed un¬ 
worthy of hire by employers. 

Theresa Sparks, 50, was sworn 
in as a human rights commission¬ 
er last Friday, February 2, a title be¬ 
stowed upon her when she was ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Willie Brown. 
As the first transgender person 
ever to serve on the commission, 
Sparks said one of her top priori¬ 
ties will be to continue to explore 
queer economic empowerment 
and transgender unemployment, 
topics that her colleagues began to 
vigorously pursue a few years ago. 
In a recent study, noted Sparks, 70 
percent of the nation’s transgender 
people were under-employed, and 
the situation in this city isn’t ex¬ 
actly a bed of roses, either. 

“I’ve been a CEO of different 
corporations over the years, but for 
many months I’ve been unable to 
get a position for which I have the 
qualifications,” Sparks told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Consequently, I’ve 
been driving cabs, working for the 
Census Bureau, anything I can find 
that will allow me to stay here. We 
have an ordinance here but they’ll 
always find something wrong with 
your qualifications when it comes 
to the hiring process.” 

Sparks, who has been a resident 
of San Francisco on and off for 15 
years (moving for jobs when she 
couldn’t find one in the city), wel¬ 
comes her new appointment as a 
chance to bring queer issues to the 
mainstream and work for justice 
on a broader scale. 

“Trans rights are human 
rights, and that’s what I really like 
about this commission,” said 



Sparks. “The trans aspect is a 
component of the entire spec¬ 
trum, and I’m excited that as a 
transsexual woman I’m able to get 
involved in a variety of issues.” 

As a trans woman, a member of 
the Supervisor Mark Leno’s Trans¬ 
gender Civil Rights Implementa¬ 
tion Task Force, and a founding 
member of the Transgender Politi¬ 
cal Caucus, Sparks is keenly aware 
that her position can be used to fur¬ 
ther public awareness of discrimi-

Sparks is the third openly 
transgendered city commissioner, 
joining Veronika Cauley of the 
Veterans Affairs Commission and 
Denise D’Anne of the Building In¬ 
spection Commission. Openly 
transgender lane Bolig was a 
member of the Taxi Commission 
but has resigned. 

As a commissioner, Sparks will 
donate her time to two meetings a 
month to discuss and work for 
equality as it relates to all minori¬ 
ty groups. 

“I not only want to push the 
trans envelope,” she said, “but I’d 
like to push the progressive enve¬ 
lope as well.” ▼ 


City Hall january 19 to develop 
consensus around HIV infection 
rates in the city.

Public comment open 
on draft HIV Consensus 
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Redevelopment meeting 
incites anti-gay anger

U f ever there was a scary envi- 
1 ronment to be an LGBT per¬ 
il son, the February 6 Redevelop¬ 
ment Commission meeting rede¬ 
fined what it means to be a mi¬ 
nority embroiled in a conflict that 
was destined to be divisive. 

At issue were accusations from 
Commissioner Mark Dunlop that 
Commissioner Leroy King made 
disparaging remarks about his 
sexual orientation and HIV status 
and then threatened his safety at a 
meeting last month. 

According to Dunlop, after a 
heated debate during the Com¬ 
mission’s January 23 meeting, 
King told the openly gay Dunlop 
he was “not a real man,” and that 
his “sickness was starting to affect 
the mind.” He also allegedly said 
he knew people who could “take 
care of” Dunlop. Witness to this 
reported attack was Commission¬ 
er Ramon Romero, who has sup¬ 
ported Dunlop’s account of the 
events. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
has publicly called for King’s res¬ 
ignation, and Mayor Willie Brown 
has asked the state attorney gener¬ 
al to investigate the matter. 

King, an African American 
known for his community leader¬ 
ship, drew hundreds of supporters 
to Tuesday night’s meeting, thanks 
in part to widely-distributed fliers 
that called the allegations “lies” 
started by commissioners “who 
want to see the Black community 
leader removed from the Redevel¬ 
opment Commission.” 

The fliers did not mention the 
allegations or the seriousness be¬ 
hind them, and so went the meet¬ 
ing: the actual alleged attacks were 
not addressed, but instead King’s 
supporters insisted that he was the 
victim of racism. Many also said 
they were tired of heterosexuals 
being accused of homophobia 
every time they disagreed with a 
gay person. 

It was a difficult meeting to at¬ 
tend as a queer person, a popula¬ 
tion clearly outnumbered and un¬ 
deniably the target of anger. Like¬ 
wise, this is a difficult article to 
write without furthering the divi¬ 
sions that many people seem de¬ 
termined to perpetuate. The fol¬ 
lowing statements, recorded in the 
order in which they were given, 
should therefore speak for them¬ 
selves: 

“African Americans are the last 
hired and the first fired,” said King 
supporter Charlie Walker. “If any¬ 
thing happens to Leroy King, I’m 
not threatening you - I’m telling 
you - every black person in this 
city will keep this agency out of 
Bayview.” 

The crowd erupted into ap¬ 


plause. 

“When I was running for su¬ 
pervisor some people told me that 
they could not endorse me be¬ 
cause they had heard I made a ho¬ 
mophobic statement,” said former 
Supervisor Amos Brown, who 
blamed racism for his recent de¬ 
feat but saw his support plummet 
last year when he evicted an elder¬ 
ly woman and her disabled gay son 
so that he could move into District 
11 to run for office again. “For that 
to have happened to me and now 
to Commissioner King is outra¬ 
geous. Anyone with a difference of 
opinion is accused of being homo- 
phobic. It appears some people on 
this commission are bordering on 
being hetero-phobic. I’m not 
going to let anybody else intimi¬ 
date another black leader in this 
town with these accusation's.” 

The crowd once again ap¬ 
plauded. 

“I’ve seen many falsely ac¬ 
cused,” said Peter Graham, legal 
counsel to the NAACP, “of this 
charge which regularly rises in this 
city.” 

“You call us niggers,” said one 
woman identified as Mary. “So 
what’s the difference?” 

The crowd chuckled in ap¬ 
proval. 

“I’m tired of people being de¬ 
monized when they have the 
courage to stand up and say what 
they believe is wrong,” said Joe 
O’Donoghue, head of the Resi¬ 
dential Builder’s Association and 
a known opponent of the Easter 
festivities held by drag nuns Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence. “If 
Commissioner Dunlop was giving 
you the same body language he 
has given to me, then I wouldn’t 
have said what you are accused of 
saying, Commissioner King, I 
would have elbowed him right in 
the jaw.” 

This remark was greeted by 
laughter and thunderous applause 
from the audience, and King then 
glanced at Dunlop and smiled. 

“Every time I make a decision 
that a gay person doesn’t agree 
with I am called homophobic,” 
said labor leader Josie Mooney. 
“Stop accusing us of homophobia 
just because we disagree with 
you.” 

Some who spoke in favor of 
King said that even if personal at¬ 
tacks were made by the commis¬ 
sioner, they weren’t heard by oth¬ 
ers, and so should be resolved in 
private. Still others blamed the ac¬ 
cusations on a conspiracy to rid 
City Hall of all people aligned 
with Mayor Brown. 

There were a few who spoke in 
favor of Dunlop by stating that 
without assuming guilt, the seri¬ 
ous accusations should be investi¬ 
gated. Paul Hogan, the current 


chair of the Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club, commented on 
his group’s support for Mayor 
Brown in the last election and said 
he was proud of the coalitions the 
club built between gays and 
African Americans. He then said 
that King supporters should not 
assume that Dunlop would lie, 
and that any accusations of such a 
nature should be taken seriously. 
He was quickly dismissed with 
boos and groans. 

“I have never felt so much hos¬ 
tility. It was disturbing,” Hogan 
later told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“And yet at the same time the gay 
community doesn’t have a quarrel 
with the African American com¬ 
munity, so I don’t want to see this 
turn into something it doesn’t 
need to. Whoever made the deci¬ 
sion to whip up these theories and 
escalate this ... I’d have to ques¬ 
tion their motives.” 

To Dunlop, who sat through 
the comments for hours and 
called the barrage an “orchestrated 
attack,” most of the opinions ex¬ 
pressed missed the point. 

“This has nothing to do with 
color. This is what one person said 
to another,” said Dunlop. “His 
words speak for themselves. I 
don’t have to call them ‘homo- 
phobic’ or ‘AIDS-phobic.’ I’ve 
been able to disagree with him a 
zillion times and homophobia 
never even crossed my mind. This 
time it not only crossed my mind 
but it crossed the line.” 

“We are the last community in 
which someone can get away with 
this,” he added, referring to the 
personal attacks allowed at the 
meeting. Redevelopment Chair 
Benny Yee, whose duty it is to pro¬ 
hibit such attacks, did nothing, at 
times even smiling with the crowd. 

Ammiano, who watched the 
meeting from the overflow room, 
said the crowd was a small faction 
known for inciting such divisions, 
and that the attacks against Dun¬ 
lop were “unsettling.” 

“It’s one thing to go and sup¬ 
port King, but quite another to 
dehumanize Dunlop,” Ammiano 
told the B.A.R. “Unfortunately 
there are people out there who 
have a vested interest in trying to 
fan the fires of conflict between 
the black and gay communities.” 

Dunlop, for his part, says he 
will not back down. 

“I’d go through this 10,000 
times,” said Dunlop. “One, be¬ 
cause an attack against a gay per¬ 
son with AIDS is an attack against 
every gay person and every person 
with AIDS. And secondly, because 
this agency does such great work 
and I want to see it continue to 
operate effectively, developing af¬ 
fordable housing and working 
with communities.” V

mdfc care for prisoners with HIV 
while he was in prison several 
years ago, was convicted last 
month of battery on a peace offi¬ 
cer, stemming from an incident at 
San Jose International Airport last 
September. 

In an telephone interview from 
the Santa Clara County jail last 
week, Carmichael told the Bay Area 
Reporter that police officers overre¬ 
acted during the airport incident, 
when police fell on Carmichael 
during a scuffle. Carmichael said he 
was attempting to get into a bag to 
get medication for his extremely ill 
brother, when police fell on him. 

Carmichael apparently got into 
an argument with a juvenile on the 
plane in Dallas, where he was board¬ 
ing with flight with his ill brother. 
The juvenile, whom Carmichael de¬ 
scribed as being 5 feet 11 inches tall 
and weighing 200 pounds, wanted a 
seat that Carmichael was occupying. 
Somewhere between Dallas and San 
Jose, the police were notified and

were waiting for Carmichael at the 
airport. 

“The police never spoke to him 
[the juvenile],” Carmichael said. 
“He was the first one off the 
plane.” 

Carmichael, who is openly gay 
and living with HIV, maintains 
that the case against him was 
stacked, and said that medical 
records obtained by the defense 
showed no injury to the police of¬ 
ficer who fell. 

“His arm wasn’t broken,” 
Carmichael said. “There was no ev¬ 
idence that he sustained an injury.” 


Carmichael believes that the 
case against him resulted more 
from the fact that he’s living with 
HIV. Because of injuries he sus¬ 
tained during the incident, 
Carmichael was transported by au¬ 
thorities to Valley Medical Center, 
where he told the attending physi¬ 
cian of his HIV status. As soon as 
he said that, everything changed. 

“Within minutes of telling the 
doctor, five cop cars were racing to 
Valley Medical Center,” 
Carmichael said, including the of¬ 
ficer who said he sustained an arm 
injury. Carmichael said that offi¬ 
cer was examined two hours after 
Carmichael’s arrest. “He had 
called in ‘clear’ and testified that 
he went to the station,” 
Carmichael said. 

Cherie Bourlard, the deputy dis¬ 
trict attorney who initially handled 
the case, told the B.A.R. last Octo¬ 
ber that one of the officers suffered 
a broken wrist. At press time, 
Bourlard did not return calls from 
the B.A.R. inquiring about the ap¬ 
parent discrepancy. Carmichael’s 
former attorney, public defender 
Ed Nino, also did not return calls 
seeking comment. ▼

F ormer San Francisco Health 
Commissioner Ron Hill’s 
woes increased last week 
when a former lover sued Hill for 
giving him HIV and he now faces 
possible arrest on felony bad 
check charges in this city. 

According to the verified civil 
complaint filed in San Francisco 
Superior Court, Thomas Lister al¬ 
leges that Hill committed civil 
battery, fraud, and intentional in¬ 
fliction of distress - and seeks un¬ 
specified damages. 

Lister is represented by the law 
firm of Bourdon & Reisman. 

According to California Health 
and Safety statutes, it is a felony if 
any person exposes another to 
HIV through unprotected sexual 
activity when the infected person 
knows he is infected and has not 
disclosed the information, and has 
acted with specific intent to infect 
the other person. 

Lister filed a police report 
about the matter in December, 
but a criminal investigation deter¬ 
mined that a conviction in the 
case would be unlikely and the 
district attorney’s office declined 
to prosecute Hill on the charges. 

Lister told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Hill’s alleged behavior 
has affected him on many levels. 
In addition to the obvious con¬ 
cerns about his physical health, he 
is coping with the aftermath of the 
emotional betrayal - including the 
fact that “a person I was in a rela¬ 
tionship with would lie about 
something as important as that.” 

Lister expressed incredulity 
that Hill was a member of the 
Health Commission at the time of 
the alleged incident. 

“The fact that he was a health 
commissioner and lying about his 
status is unconscionable,” Lister 
said. 

Lister’s civil lawsuit stated that 
he began dating Hill in March 
2000 and that Hill later lived at his 
residence. Lister said that he con¬ 
sented to unprotected sex after 
Hill asserted that he was HIV-neg¬ 
ative. Lister also asserted in the 
civil claim that Hill told him he 
suffered from cancer. 

Lister said he discovered that 
Hill was lying to him in July 2000 
when he found a medical docu¬ 
ment from Hill’s physician which 
clearly indicated he suffered from 
AIDS. 

“He denied it,” Lister said. “And 
he continued to deny to me he is 
HIV-positive. Within a week of 
finding that document, I was un¬ 
dergoing the seroconversion 
process,” Lister told the B.A.R. “Of 
course, I thought I just had a flu.” 

The lawsuit alleges that Hill 
also made an assertion that he was 
HIV-negative to a medical 
provider in Lister’s presence. A de¬ 
position from that provider is

likely to be part of the evidentiary 
record in the civil case. 

Hill resigned his post as health 
commissioner last October after a 
story in the B.A.R. detailed that he 
was the subject of a Sonoma 
County arrest warrant on felony 
bad check charges. He surren¬ 
dered voluntarily to Sonoma 
County authorities on the 
charges, which involved more 
than $3,000 in funds owed to a 
Sonoma County furniture store. 

That case was scheduled for 
deposition on February 6, pend¬ 
ing Hill’s proof of restitution on 
the bounced check. 

Hill was appointed to the 
Health Commission by Mayor 
Willie Brown in 1997 and at the 
time of his resignation was chair 
of the commission’s Finance 
Committee. 

Although there is no officially 
designated seat for a gay man with 
HIV or AIDS on the Health Com¬ 
mission, there was a practice of 
such an appointment - and Hill 
was widely considered by ob¬ 
servers to have been appointed to 
the post on the basis of his politi¬ 
cal connections as well as his HIV 
status. 

“I deny every single thing he 
says,” Hill said of Lister’s charges. 
“I am filing a cross complaint 
against him and my attorney is 
suing him for slander. I am the 
most out person with HIV. I have 
been out for 15 years. It’s ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

In 1998, a San Francisco gay 
man was found to be liable in a 
federal case for sexual battery after 
his lover discovered that he was 
HIV-positive and not HlV-nega- 
tive as the man had claimed. In 
that case, Mychael Robinson was 
awarded $25,000 in emotional 
distress after a federal judged 
ruled that Alan Louie was liable 
for damages during the six 
months Robinson waited to learn 
that he had not contracted HIV. 

The estate of Rock Hudson 
paid more than $5 million to 
Marc Christian after a jury ruled 
that Hudson had lied to his one¬ 
time lover about his HIV status. 

Hill also remains under “an ac-

gay and bisexual intravenous drug 
users), the 2.2 percent incidence 
rate would mean approximately 
748 new HIV infections in the city, 
noted Willi McFarland, an epi¬ 
demiologist with the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health. 

A note to the reader at the be¬ 
ginning of the draft report notes 
that issuing a draft document is “a 


new process for many of us. How¬ 
ever, it is our intention to make 
this process open, accessible, and 
remain driven by data, evidence, 
and a rational scientific process.

tive and continuing investigation” 
by the San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s office on possible crimi¬ 
nal charges related to bounced 
checks according to Chief Investi¬ 
gator Dan Addario. 

A warrant for Hill’s arrest for 
the bad check charges in San 
Francisco may be imminent, 
sources said, but Addario would 
only say that an arrest warrant was 
a possibility in the case and de¬ 
clined further comment. 

One of the checks in the San 
Francisco case was paid to a per¬ 
son with AIDS on an extremely 
fixed income for a week of labor at 
a Buena Vista Terrace area resi¬ 
dence owned by California De¬ 
mocratic Party Chair Art Torres 
but inhabited by Hill. 

Hill also is the subject of a law¬ 
suit filed by former partner 
Rudolph Isch, DDS, alleging nu¬ 
merous complaints against Hill, 
including an allegation that he 
forged Isch’s signature to transfer 
more than $100,000 out of an ac¬ 
count, transferred the funds to a 
securities account and then 
cashed in nearly $300,000 in secu¬ 
rities and stocks belonging to Isch 
and transferred them to a separate 
checking account. Isch has filed 
separate litigation against the se¬ 
curities firm for failing to previ¬ 
ously close the account at his di¬ 
rection - months before Hill’s al¬ 
leged forgery and alleged theft of 
funds. ▼ 
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Back to the Reagan years? 


1 irst, the White House AIDS office is 
closed; then it’s open again. Do we de¬ 
tect something “subliminable” here? 

He hasn’t been in office a month and al¬ 
ready President George W. Bush has waffled 
when it comes to AIDS. White House Chief 
of Staff Andrew Card told USA Today in an 
article published Wednesday that the Office 
on National AIDS Policy - which former 
President Clinton created in 1994 - would 
be “lost to a general restructuring of the 
White House staff;” that same morning, 
after a confused scramble, the White House 
announced that the AIDS office - and an of¬ 
fice created by Clinton for race relations - 
would remain open after all. 

“We’re concerned about AIDS inside our 
White House, make no mistake about it,” 
Bush told reporters Wednesday morning after 
a South Lawn ceremony on tax cuts. In typi¬ 
cal fashion, however, Bush’s statement also 
was confusing. Did he mean that AIDS cases 
are on the rise inside the White House? Prob¬ 
ably not, but that’s not how it sounds. Nor do 
we believe that the Bush administration is all 
that concerned about the AIDS epidemic in 
this country or in other countries around the 
world. During last year’s campaign, the issue 
wasn’t even on his radar screen. 

The White House confusion came at a 
time when top doctors and scientists were 
concluding the eighth annual Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic Infections 
in Chicago. At the conference, several major 
announcements were made, including a re¬ 
versal in the “hit it early, hit it hard” ap¬ 
proach for patients regarding HIV treatment 
regimens, and the fact that the HIV infection 
rate is soaring among young black gay males. 
Add these developments to the news last 
month that the HIV incidence rate among 
gay and bisexual men in San Francisco has 


about doubled since 1997 and we have to ask 
why closing the White House AIDS 
office was even considered, much k 
less erroneously announced. 

We have moved beyond the 
Reagan years when that president ^ 
didn’t even utter the word AIDS 
publicly. Today, more than 20 years 
into the epidemic, safer sex messages 
have lost their urgency, and young 
pie are somehow missing the 
HIV prevention messages. 

Older gay men are tired of the 
“use a condom every time” 
mantra and have started slipping danger¬ 
ously into unprotected sex. And some peo¬ 



ple believe that living with HIV/AIDS isn’t 
that bad. Well, as Jeff Getty said recently on 
60 Minutes , there may be advertise¬ 
ments for HIV medication showing 
healthy looking people climbing 
mountains, but the reality is that if 
those are PWAs doing the climbing, 
there had better be a bathroom on the 
way up and at the top of the mountain 
because diarrhea is a major side ef¬ 
fect of many HIV medications. 

President Bush did the 
right thing by keeping the na¬ 
tional AIDS office, but the sad 
thing is that eliminating it should never 
have been an option. ▼ 



Hormel Center is here for you

I f you measure the effectiveness of your 
organization by the vehemence of its op¬ 
position, the Hormel Center is doing its 
job. The James C. Hormel Gay and Lesbian 
Center was established six years ago to be a 
world class research facility at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Library devoted to gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender literature, history 
and culture, the only one of its scope and 
size at a public library. This past week the 
Traditional Values Coalition (http://www. 
traditonalvalues.org) attacked James C. 
Hormel for his criticism of John Ashcroft’s 
nomination for U.S. attorney general. The 
TVC cited Hormel’s support for the center 
which bears his name, and distributed 
copies to each of the senators of one of our 
archival holdings, a women’s health/ 
women’s studies book from the 1970s called 
The Cunt Coloring Book by Tee Corinne. 
They also issued this statement: 

“The C_ t Coloring Book, is a homosex¬ 

ual coloring book for children that is part of 
the James C. Hormel Gay and Lesbian Read¬ 
ing Center at the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary. It contains page after page of draw¬ 
ings of female genitalia to color, plus other 
reading materials that promote incest, and 
adult/child sex or pedophilia.” 

Imagine our surprise when We went to 
track down the coloring book in question. It 
is not out on the shelves within easy reach of 
children; it is kept in closed stacks and must 
be requested through the paging system. An 
examination of the book clearly indicates it 
is a book prepared by adult women for 
other adult women, and is a proud legacy of 
the.same women’s health movement that 
brought us important classics like Our Bod¬ 
ies/Our Selves. There is nothing obscene 
about depictions of the female body. Char¬ 
acterizing the coloring book as smutty is re¬ 
ally an attack on the beauty and whole¬ 
someness of women’s reproductive organs, 
and is part of a continuum of misogynist 
discourse of which we will certainly see 
more during the Bush administration. Al¬ 
ready Bush has begun to erode a woman’s 
right to choose by undermining federal 
funding for abortion counseling. 


The San Francisco library, like the Li¬ 
brary of Congress which also contains this 
coloring book, upholds the “Library Bill of 
Rights” promoted by the American Library 
Association, Article 2 of which reads: Li¬ 
braries should provide materials and infor¬ 
mation presenting all points of view on cur¬ 
rent and historical issues. Material should 
not be proscribed or removed because of 
partisan or doctrinal disapproval ( Intellec¬ 
tual Freedom Manual, 4th edition, 
American Library Association, 1992). 

Recently the Friends & Founda¬ 
tion promised to increase financial 
support for the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library if it incurs diminished 
federal funding for refusing to in¬ 
stall Internet filters on library 
computers that would 
make it impossible for 
anyone of any age to view 
material deemed porno¬ 
graphic. Many of these filters consider any 
mention of words like “gay” or “lesbian” as 
pornographic. The religious right is gearing 
up to change the culture of libraries alto¬ 
gether, which threatens the existence of re¬ 
sources like the Hormel Center. 

Thank you, James C. Hormel, for speak¬ 
ing the plain truth, forcing Ashcroft to re¬ 
veal his prejudices. When pressed recently 
for clarification on his opposition to 
Hormel’s appointment as ambassador to 
Luxembourg, Ashcroft offered the rationale 
that it would insult the good people there to 
have a practicing homosexual because it is 
the most Catholic country in the world. 
Does this portend that ambassadors who 
practice birth control or who have been di¬ 
vorced and remarried can expect not to be 
appointed during the Bush administration? 

Thank you, Senator Feinstein for also ex¬ 
pressing the plain truth that an attorney 
general with such a poor record on human 
rights cannot be expected to serve the peo¬ 
ple whose solemn charge it is to protect. 
Misogyny and homophobia are incompati¬ 
ble with the practice of justice. 

There have always been book-banners 
and book-burners ready to use their religion 
as a way of justifying their prejudices. The 
social critic and novelist Sinclair Lewis, 
while researching Elmer Gantry, his searing 


critique of religious hypocrisy, chastised re¬ 
ligious bigots by saying, “You Christians use 
Jesus as the hat rack on which to hang all of 
your prejudices!” The Traditional Values 
Coalition does not need to bear false witness 
against the Hormel Center in order to ex¬ 
press its political views. 

At the Friends & Foundation we are 
proud to be named after James C. Hormel 
with his distinguished record of human 
rights advocacy and public service. We are 
proud to contain feminist materials from our 
gay and lesbian liberation movement’s past 
and present and we are committed 
to continuing the good work that 
has already been established. 

If you haven’t been to the 
Hormel Center in awhile, we in¬ 
vite you to visit our cur¬ 
rent installation in obser¬ 
vance of Black History 
Month on sexuality, spir¬ 
ituality and race, featuring the work of a dis¬ 
tinguished local African American artist, the 
Reverend Timothy Tyrone Taylor. Look for 
upcoming programs and author events as 
well as two exciting exhibitions presented in 
collaboration with our friends at the GLBT 
Historical Society of Northern California, 
including “Queer Folk Art” in March and 
April, followed by “TransART 2001” in May, 
an amazing display of the richness and com¬ 
plexity of transgender culture. This spring 
will see the formal completion of the archiv¬ 
ing of the Harvey Milk papers, which will 
then be made available to scholars, includ¬ 
ing materials not previously available. 

The Hormel Center is here for you. Who 
knows, you may even encounter members of 
the Traditional Values Coalition “doing re¬ 
search.” If you do, greet them warmly and 
tell them that education is a powerful anti¬ 
dote to bigotry. Education flourishes at the 
San Francisco Public Library because it is 
committed to unfettered intellectual inquiry, 
freedom of expression, and to providing li¬ 
brary services to communities like ours. T

Local Names Project board responds 

In the February 1 article titled “Names Project 
moving to Washington, D.C.,” the Bay Area Reporter 
unfortunately makes a number of statements and sug¬ 
gestions that - in our view - do not adequately repre¬ 
sent the facts. We, as the board of the Names Project 
Bay Area Chapter, the local service provider of the 
AIDS Memorial Quilt for the entire San Francisco Bay 
Area, feel the urgent need to clarify and correct some 
of what has been written. We would like to set the 
record straight. 

Here are the facts: 

There are two organizations in San Francisco rep¬ 
resenting the AIDS Memorial Quilt. One is the Names 
Project Foundation - the national office. The foun¬ 
dation is planning to move its operations. The other 
organization - the one that actually services our com¬ 
munity- is the Names Project Bay Area Chapter. The 
chapter is legally, operationally, and financially inde¬ 
pendent from the foundation and is not going to leave 
San Francisco. It is this local group that facilitates out¬ 
reach, display, education, panel making, grief support, 
and viewing and displaying the AIDS Memorial Quilt 
within the entire Bay Area and has been doing so in¬ 
dependently for over five years. 

Yo.u will continue to be able to view and make pan¬ 
els to the AIDS Memorial Quilt right here in San 
Francisco. In fact, the Bay Area Chapter is negotiating 
a lease for a new visitors center in the Castro and will 
be opening its doors to everyone later this spring. 

The move of the Names Project Foundation and 
even the quilt itself will have only very little impact 
on the availability of panels for display within the Bay 
Area. In fact, for years the Bay Area chapter already 
had to request and receive its quilt inventory for dis¬ 
plays from the national office. 

None of the individuals interviewed for or quoted 
in the article have been authorized to speak on behalf 
of the Bay Area chapter; they are not even active 
members. If you would like to know more about the 
local chapter you can reach us by mail at 584 Castro 
Street, P.M.B. 671, San Francisco, CA 94114 or via e- 
mail at BAC@aidsquilt.net. However, we do not feel 
it our obligation to contribute to the public discourse 
about the future location of the national office. 

We, the board of the Names Project Bay Area 
Chapter, do not condone but condemn any attempt 
to “kidnap” or in any other way harm, endanger, or 
threaten the quilt. In fact, no responsible or reason¬ 
able person involved with the quilt would ever at¬ 
tempt any such action. 

In conclusion, the article - in blurring the distinc¬ 
tion between the national office of the Names Project 
and the local chapter - has been suggesting negative 
changes for Bay Area residents. We want to make it 
clear that that is not the case.

A time to celebrate? 

We are writing to express our disappointment at 
your newspaper’s continued participation in the mis¬ 
guided and dangerous dialogue regarding AIDS cases 
in San Francisco [“San Francisco AIDS cases, deaths 
continue to decline,” January 25]. Although the num¬ 
bers of AIDS cases and deaths are decreasing, when 
we take a closer look at the data, we see a pic¬ 
ture far more complex and alarming. This 
If is a picture of a changing epidemic, a pic¬ 
ture of steady increases in the proportion 
of AIDS cases among women, African 
Americans, Latinos, and heterosexual in¬ 
jection drug users (IDUs) in this city 
over the past decade. 

As the article mentions, according to 
the most recent San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s quarterly AIDS surveillance 
report, AIDS cases among women and heterosexual 
IDUs (male and female) increased from 2.9 and 5.3 
percent of all cases, respectively, in 1990 to 10.6 and 
18.3 percent of all cases by year-end 2000. You appar¬ 
ently find the numbers among heterosexual IDUs to 
be “interesting.” What is “interesting” about a greater 
than three-fold increase as a percentage of overall 
AIDS cases? This would not be tolerated by the pri¬ 
mary readership of this paper if it pertained to them. 

You also mention the overrepresentation of African 
Americans and Latinos among people with AIDS. 
African Americans, who comprise 11 percent of San 
Francisco’s population, currently account for 21 per¬ 
cent of AIDS cases in this city. Latinos account for 13 
percent of San Francisco’s population but currently ac¬ 
count for 16.7 percent of AIDS cases. These disparities 
are powerfully reflected in and perpetuated.by the lack 
of adequate attention and research specific to African 
American and Latino communities. At the recent HIV 
Consensus meeting, there was insufficient data to es¬ 
timate ethnic specific HIV incidence for men who 
have sex with men (MSM). According to the recently 
released draft HIV Consensus Report, “the panel con¬ 
cluded that since the lack of data did not afford the 
panel comparable data by which to determine inci¬ 
dence estimates by age, race, and ethnicity for MSM 
and MSM IDU, urgent attention must be paid to this 
identified gap in the research.” It is no mistake that the 
populations for whom there is insufficient data on 
HIV incidence are the same populations who contin¬ 
ue to be disproportionately affected by AIDS. 

By continuing to frame the AIDS epidemic in a 
manner that does not address up front the call to ac¬ 
tion that these figures (or lack thereof) demand, these 
simplified representations contribute to the persistent 
disparities in who lives and dies with AIDS. These data 
can no longer be relegated to a mere mention embed¬ 
ded in a rosy overall picture. We have seen the growing 
proportion of AIDS cases in these communities for 10 
years now. Even at this late date, we must ask why. 

How can we, as one reader wrote in response to 
this article, “celebrate in the streets” when we are fully 
aware that the proportion of AIDS cases and deaths 
among African Americans, Latinos, women, and het¬ 
erosexual IDUs are continuing to increase? We can if 
we are not given a complete picture of AIDS incidence 
that addresses the different epidemics that are con¬ 
currently experienced by different populations in San 
Francisco. The pre-existing social inequalities that 
contribute to the increased vulnerability of people of 
color, women, and heterosexual IDUs with HIV to 
poorer health outcomes (i.e. disease progression to 
AIDS and death) are reflected in and perpetuated by 
your selective representation of the AIDS epidemic. 

We ask that you, and your readers, broaden your 
vision of the AIDS epidemic. We ask that you reflect 
on your power of representation in framing the epi¬ 
demic. We ask that you use this power to truly engage 
in the fight for health - and for life - for the commu¬ 
nities facing these disturbing increases in proportion 
of AIDS cases.

Homophobia at the YMCA? 

I wish to alert our community about the hypocrisy, 
homophobia, and generally questionable operating 
practices by the Central YMCA on Golden Gate Av¬ 
enue. My partner was given the boot recently by this 
YMCA branch on the most flimsy and questionable 
of unsubstantiated accusations. We all know this can 
happen, but did you know how outrageous the poli¬ 
cy really is? 

First off, they use a. wide-open term called “inap¬ 
propriate behavior” for any reason they arbitrarily 
choose. Then, when confronted, the person is imme¬ 
diately booted for life, without explanation of reason 
and with absolutely no corroborating proof. No sec¬ 
ond chance. No special circumstances whatsoever. 
And then to add insult to injury, they continue billing 
the ejected person through the next month. Maybe. 
I’ve just been living in this city too long, but does this 
strike anyone else out there as unfair, fascist, or just a 
tad bit overboard? 

I wrote letters to the management of this facility, 
and tried my best to reason with them because of a 
couple of things they did not take into consideration 
upon the ejection of my partner. It was like talking to 
a brick wall. They heard nothing I said, and com¬ 
pletely sidetracked the subject by asking if everything 
was okay for me. After this incident, my opinion of 
this YMCA went way down. 

But folks, that’s not necessarily the main issue here. 
No, I am concerned with the questionable practices 
and guidelines this organization follows, concerning 
member relations. What I speak of concerns a flyer 
the Central YMCA mailed to its former members late 
in 2000. It welcomed back all former members at no 


joining fee until January 31,2001. One was sent to my 
partner, and he at first just tossed it aside. Then, late 
in December (during the holidays) he decided to go 
back and work out. So, when he responded to their 
solicitation and went down, sat, and started filling out 
paperwork, they yanked the paperwork abruptly from 
his hands and in degrading, demeaning fashion they 
told him he could never return to the YMCA. That 
was it for me. And because I didn’t quit at the right 
time, they told me I would have to pay for the next 
full month, even if I never set foot in the facility. They 
were completely unyielding. Even when I am on a 
fixed income. 

They may be a nonprofit Christian-based organi¬ 
zation, and the laws may be substantially different for 
them than ordinary for-profit businesses. However, 
their behavior strikes me as outrageous, draconian, 
demeaning, and hypocritical beyond belief. Several of 
those on the staff are gay and bisexual men them¬ 
selves. If everyone in the facility who had actually 
acted inappropriately at one time or another were 
gone, it would be a very lonely place indeed. The man¬ 
agement seems to be in a deep sense of denial over 
this fact. By and large though, the general member¬ 
ship is a very controlled, and well behaved group. 
There are many close friendships which span many 
years at the Y, and it is very much a family atmos¬ 
phere. I don’t know if the membership truly knows 
how little the Central YMCA front office really seems 
to respect a great deal of its membership. 

I’m not expecting them to change their attitude 
any time soon. After all, they’ve been operating in the 
vestiges of institutionalized homophobia for a long 
time. But they have a lot to learn about dealing with 
situations and people in a caring, honest, judicious 
way. I urge those out there who feel as outraged as I do 
by this behavior to call or write to them and tell them 
how you feel about this, and demand a YMCA that is 
as responsive and caring about our community, as it 
is toward the greater community at large.

And while I don’t dispute that keeping a positive 
attitude can be a key factor in staying healthy, I do dis¬ 
pute the interpretation that there is a certainty this 
drug will work. Writers such as Jeff Getty have re¬ 
peatedly made that point. 

When I read articles similar to Getty’s, I’m hum¬ 
bled by the thought of the millions of individual bat¬ 
tle stories of people fighting HIV and those who have 
already passed. The Zerit advertising slogan dimin¬ 
ishes these struggles to mere cleverness.

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George W. Bush’s early 
moves to GOP right

SH J1 a ^ e I s ^ ou ^ P re f ac e this 
I Wm by promising that I will 
3 M U not spend the next four 
years ragging on President 
George W. Bush, but I am going 
to point out that Bush - both dur¬ 
ing his long campaign and in his 
inaugural speech promised - re¬ 
peatedly that he would be a presi¬ 
dent who is “a uniter, not a di¬ 
vider.” 

Bush, upon assuming the pres¬ 
idency last month, promised first 
and foremost to end the “bitter 
partisanship” of recent years that 
he said had marked the two terms 
of his Democratic predecessor. 
Two days after taking office and 
on the very first weekday of his 
administration, Bush wasted little 
time in drawing the battle lines 
over abortion rights, one of the 
country’s most contentious issues. 
The new president quickly made 
one of his political payoffs to the 
Republican right by announcing, 
in his first official presidential act, 
that he would bar federal aid to 
international family planning 
groups that provide abortion 
counseling or work for abortion 
rights in foreign countries, there¬ 
by quickly overturning action 
taken by former President Bill 
Clinton early in his first term. 

Bush’s reversal of the interna¬ 
tional family planning funding, 
first imposed by Ronald Reagan 
and continued by George Bush 
the elder, says that recipients of 
American aid cannot even talk 
about abortion issues, much less 
provide abortions even if they 
used other resources for the abor¬ 
tion counseling or service. It was 
an easy move by the newly-in¬ 
stalled president to again come 
out strongly against a woman’s 
right to choose only two days after 
taking office; that Monday was in 
fact the very day that thousands of 
abortion opponents were in 
Washington for their annual 
protest of the Supreme Court’s 
Roe v. Wade decision of 28 years 
ago that legalized abortion. Bush 
appeared only too anxious to send 
a message of support to the rally, 
saying that he and the protesters 
share the same goals; Bush point¬ 
edly shied away from the subject 
during the long campaign. 

To make it even clearer that he 
was bowing to the Bauer-Schlafly- 
Helms wing of the his party, Bush 
nominated Wisconsin Governor 
Tommy Thompson, an ardent foe 
of abortion, to run the Health and 
Human Services Department. 
Upon confirmation to his new 
post, one of Thompson’s first an¬ 
nouncements was that he would 
immediately order another review 
of the safety of the abortion drug 
RU-486, which won federal ap¬ 
proval last September after more 
than a decade of political and sci¬ 
entific debate. 

Although candidate Bush soft- 
pedaled the abortion issue 
throughout the campaign and de¬ 
spite the fact that the new first 
lady, Laura Bush, said recently 
that she feels Roe v. Wade should 
not be overturned, Bush’s actions 
show that the new administration 
will be working hard to eventual¬ 
ly outlaw abortion rights in this 
country. 

Though opinion polls contin¬ 
ue to show that the American 
public overwhelmingly supports a 
woman’s right to an abortion, the 


fact that Bush - and his new HHS 
secretary - has jumped so quickly 
into the deeply partisan debate 
over this issue bodes poorly for 
the reproductive rights of women 
both here and abroad. 

Then, there’s the president’s 
appointment of the anti-gay, pro¬ 
life, adamantly religious John 
Ashcroft to head one of the most 
important departments in the 
federal government, the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. While there is 
some good news in the fact that 
Democrats were able to send the 
president a message by casting 42 
votes against Ashcroft’s confirma¬ 
tion as attorney general, as New 
York Senator Charles 
Schumerput it: “The di¬ 
visiveness that accompa¬ 
nied the Ashcroft nomi¬ 
nation will look small 
compared to what will 
occur if and when Mr. 

Bush nominates 
someone of Ashcroft’s 
beliefs to the 
U.S. Supreme 
Court.” The 
point cannot 
be ignored that, again, Bush ap¬ 
peased his party’s far right wing 
by appointing the very person re¬ 
ligious conservatives demanded. 
The only light at the end of that 
tunnel was that while eight De¬ 
mocrats voted with Senate Repub¬ 
licans on Ashcroft, Democrats still 
received one more vote against the 
nomination than needed had they 
decided to maintain a filibuster, 
clearly showing that they have the 
power, if necessary, to block far 
right choices to the federal bench 
or the Supreme Court. 

In fact, no other attorney gen¬ 
eral has every been confirmed by 
such a narrow margin, and the 
weeks of Senate acrimony, under¬ 
scoring partisan division, signaled 
trouble ahead for expected con¬ 
servative appointments, particu¬ 
larly judicial nominees. 

Incidentally, it was hardly a co¬ 
incidence that only hours after the 
close confirmation vote, Ashcroft 
chose Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas, one of the 
court’s most conservative mem¬ 
bers and a person who faced a 
bruising confirmation battle him¬ 
self in 1991, to administer the 
oath of office. 

A political honeymoon in 
Washington? It will take a lot 
more than hugging Democratic 
congressional members, giving 
them silly nicknames, or inviting 
Senator Ted Kennedy to the 
White House for a movie to keep 
this “compassionate conservative” 
game moving. Appointing people 
like Ashcroft as attorney general 
and bringing the hammer down 
on abortion says more as to what 
Bush is really all about. Bush has 
four years (very long years, I’m 
afraid) to show the majority of 
American voters who voted for Al 
Gore that they might have been 
wrong. John Ashcroft is hardly the 
way to start. Thanks go to both 
California Senators Dianne Fein- 
stein and Barbara Boxer for 
standing up for what is right - 
they voted loud and clear against 
Ashcroft. 

Politics and people 

One of the California Democ¬ 
ratic Party’s good guys, state chair 
Art Torres (my neighbor, inci¬ 
dentally) made it pretty clear at 
the weekend meeting of the De¬ 
mocratic National Committee in 


Washington, D.C. when he told 
those eight Democratic senators 
who voted for Ashcroft that they 
would be wasting their time com¬ 
ing to California to raise re-elec¬ 
tion funds (a hint to Christopher 
Dodd of Connecticut and Russell 
Feingold of Wisconsin, in partic¬ 
ular); the 42 votes against confir¬ 
mation of Ashcroft included every 
Democratic senator up for re- 
election in 2002. 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden, the chair 
of the Assembly’s powerful Ap¬ 
propriations Committee and one 
of that body’s most respected 
members, likely will emerge as the 
leading candidate to re¬ 
place Board of Equal¬ 
ization member 
Johan Klehs (D-lst 
District) when he is 
termed out next year. 
The state Board of 
Equalization consists 
of four elected mem¬ 
bers plus the 
state con¬ 
troller. Each of 
the four elect¬ 
ed members represent roughly 8 
million people and the First Dis¬ 
trict covers most of Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia (including the Bay Area) 
reaching down to Monterey. Two 
of the four current elected mem¬ 
bers are Democrats; two are Re¬ 
publican. The powerful BOE col¬ 
lects more than $30 billion in 
taxes for state and local govern¬ 
ment, sets the property rate tax for 
all of the state’s utilities including 
PG&E and Southern California 
Edison, and for the pipelines, 
flumes, canal, aqueducts, and tele¬ 
phone lines. Migden, who will 
herself be termed out of the As¬ 
sembly in 2002, has built up plen¬ 
ty of political credibility and is 
being urged by many to seek the 
seat; others will surely announce 
as well but Migden is thought to 
be the early favorite if she decides 
to make the race. Migden told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she is “con¬ 
sidering” the race, but has made 
no decision. The B.A.R. has 
learned that she already has 
pledged support from a number 
of influential Democrats if she 
seeks the BOE seat. 

Incidentally, capital leaders in 
Sacramento are already saying 
that the new mayor of that city, 
Heather Fargo, a moderate De¬ 
mocrat, is one to watch for higher 
office. 

And did anyone think that Bill 
Clinton will go quietly from 
Washington Democratic party 
politics? Never. Clinton’s hand¬ 
picked candidate, Terry McAuli- 
ffe, was unanimously chosen as 
the new chair of the Democratic 
National Committee when Dems 
met in D.C. over the weekend, all 
but guaranteeing that Clinton will 
play an influential role in his 
party’s politics for years to come. 
Reportedly, there was talk among 
national Democrats meeting in 
the capital about George W. Bush’s 
next opponent - heard there was 
plenty of talk about a Gore-Clin- 
ton (as in Hillary) ticket, but I’d 
place early money that Massachu¬ 
setts Senator John Kerry be¬ 
comes an active candidate for 
2004 before Al Gore announces 
(now, a Kerry-Clinton ticket 
would be interesting). 

And what’s up with all the crit¬ 
icism about Kimiko Burton, the 
new public defender, wanting her

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Talking about 
the T word

!| f you’ve read this column be- 
i fore, then you’ve certainly spot- 
• ted my use of the “T” word. 
Transgender, that is. 

I’m quite fond of it. I find it an 
easy shorthand, certainly a lot 
quicker than typing out “anyone 
who transcends the gender they 
were assigned at birth, and forges 
their own gender identity.”

“Hijra.” 

Let’s face it - we are 
human, and we like 
quick, easy classifica¬ 
tions. It simplifies 
our lives, and 
makes it easier 
to quickly ex¬ 
plain a concept. 

And that is where the real trou¬ 
ble begins. 

I mentioned how there is a 
laundry list of definitions that fall 
under the umbrella term of trans¬ 
gender, did I not? This is one of 
the first problems. It can some¬ 
times be hard to really convey 
what is meant in the space of a 
single word. 

When one says they are trans- 
gendered, do they mean “cross¬ 
dresser?” Do they mean “transsex¬ 
ual?” Or do they mean any of the 
other self-identities falling under 
the transgendered umbrella? This 
can be a challenge, say, if you met 
someone like myself who self- 
identifies with the “T” word, and 
made an assumption that all 
transgendered folks are like me. 
You could be sorely disappointed 
to find that my own self-identity 
is only a small part of the overall 
transgendered world. 

Not only that, but not every¬ 
one agrees as to just how broad 
the term is. Some would say that 
the term really only applies to 
those who live in a gender oppo¬ 
site of the one they were assigned 
at birth, but opt to avoid surgical 
procedures. Others would say that 
it covers not only that, but also 
crossdressers and transvestites - 
but not transsexuals. Some reverse 
that, and equate transgendered 


with transsexual, but not other 
forms of gender expression. You 
may even end up with someone 
like me, who believes in a very 
broad definition of transgender. 

How broad does my definition 
go? Not only do I include TS, TV, 
CD and all the other standard 
acronyms, but I also include 
just about any other form 
of gender-transcendence. 
I have even gone so far as 
to include gay and lesbian 
orientations. After all, soci¬ 
ety not only considers 
someone to be 
“unmanly” 
when they put 
on a dress and 
makeup, but also when they 
choose another man as a bed part¬ 
ner. 

Now before you fire up the 
computer and start sending me 
terse notes, do note that I’m not 
going to ask you to identify as 
transgendered. Just because my 
own view is vast doesn’t mean that 
I’m going to start making broad 
assumptions about your own self- 
identity. I wouldn’t expect you to 
change your identity any more 
than I would expect you to change 
mine. But there may be something 
to exploring a broad slate of trans¬ 
gendered actions. 

This brings up another thing 
that muddies the water. If an ac¬ 
tion can be considered transgen¬ 
dered - for example, wearing a 
three piece suit, or sleeping with 
people of the same anatomical sex 
- then why not identify the people 
practicing those behaviors as 
transgendered? Or is it only about 
actions, rather than identity? 

I don’t have a clear answer. I do 
know that many of my own ac¬ 
tions could be classified as trans¬ 
gendered, but I also choose to use 
that term to identify myself. In 
fact, I opt to use it more than any 
other term that could be applied 
to my own travels down this gen¬ 
dered path I’m on. Like I said be¬ 
fore, it’s a handy shorthand. It 


only becomes difficult when you 
go beyond a single person, and use 
it to identify a group of people. 

Why does it really matter what 
term is used, or how? Consider 
that many community groups and 
events have now added the “T” to 
their name, and list themselves as 
transgender-friendly. But without 
a clear idea of what transgender 
means, doesn’t it make it rather 
difficult to be truly welcoming to 
the transgendered? 

I’ve seen this happen, having 
witnessed more than one organi¬ 
zation out there add the “T” to 
their name, without a true under¬ 
standing of just who they are now 
representing. For that matter, I’ve 
seen some transgender organiza¬ 
tions use the word without fully 
considering who they are includ¬ 
ing when they use it. 

Don’t get me wrong, I would 
much rather see the term used 
than see it tossed away, or other¬ 
wise buried under some sort of 
vague language. But I prefer to see 
it used with an understanding of 
what it means. 

And that is where I give you 
this week’s homework assign¬ 
ment. Assuming you have access 
to the World Wide Web (which, I 
suspect, is a large part of my audi¬ 
ence), poke around for a couple 
minutes and see just what trans¬ 
gender can mean. Of course, you 
can start with some of the projects 
I’ve been a part of, like Gay.com 
and Gender.org, or set off on your 
own by typing “transgender” into 
one of those handy search engines 
out there. It’ll be both fun and ed¬ 
ucational. I promise! 

After all, you can trust me. I’m 
transgendered. ▼

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Educating gays

O ne of my enduring hopes is 
to find an issue about which 
the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force is right. But life, 
being a vale of tears, has con¬ 
founded me. So it is that NGLTF 
has reacted to President Bush’s 
proposals on education with error 
not matched since the group de¬ 
clared its solemn opposition to 
the Gulf War 10 years ago. 

Bush’s education re¬ 
form package includes 
two features designed to 
give parents greater abili¬ 
ty to send their children to 
private schools rather 
than keeping them in 
failing, violence-rid¬ 
den public schools. 

One part of the package would 
give families vouchers in the form 
of coupons or checks to pay for at¬ 
tendance at private schools (or 
better public schools). Similar 
vouchers are now available in 
heavily Democratic cities like 
Cleveland and Milwaukee. 

The other part of the reform 
package would allow parents a tax 
deduction of up to $5,000 per year 
to pay the educational expenses of 
each of their children attending 
private elementary or secondary 
schools. Tax deductions for pri¬ 
vate schooling are now available 
in four states, including liberal¬ 
leaning Minnesota. 

The basic idea behind these 
school-choice measures is simple. 
First, parents concerned about the 
quality of their children’s educa¬ 
tion should have greater opportu¬ 
nity to send their kids elsewhere. 
Second, because more parents will 
have more choice, schools will 
have to compete for students and 
for the dollars those students 
bring. Competition, the theory 
goes, brings excellence. 

The jury is out on whether the 
theory meets the reality, in part 
because the few school-choice ex¬ 
periments out there have been 
small-scale. One concern is that 
vouchers and tax credits will drain 
money and the best students away 
from the poorest school districts, 
making them even worse. 

A second concern is that such 
experiments violate the principle 
of separation of church and state. 
Many parents, after all, will un¬ 
doubtedly choose to use voucher 
money or tax deductions to send 
their children to private religious 
schools. 

While the first concern about 
the effect on public schools might 
be valid, I am mystified by the sec¬ 
ond concern. How can it violate 
the Constitution to let parents use 
their own money to send their 
own children to schools of their 
own choice? We might as well say- 
it offends the First Amendment to 
let people drive to Sunday wor¬ 


ship service on public roads or 
with government-subsidized 
ethanol in their gas tanks. 

Least compelling are the gay- 
related concerns about school 
choice expressed in a recent press 
release from NGLTF. “Funneling 
public tax dollars to private 
schools,” the press release begins, 
“poses risks to gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender students and 
teachers as well as the children 
of GLBT parents.” Bush’s 
proposal, the statement 
hyperventilates, “threat¬ 
ens the safety” of gay 
students and gay parents 
and endangers the “job se¬ 
curity” of gay teachers. 

NGLTF Executive 
Director Elizabeth 
Toledo points out 
that vouchers will 
often be used to send children to 
religious schools that are free to 
discriminate on the basis of sexu¬ 
al orientation. “Will the libraries in 
religious voucher schools include 
books that reflect the reality of 
GLBT people?” she asks (as if pub¬ 
lic school libraries currently do). 


Toledo argues that “public 
schools are accountable to the 
public, to parents, to elected 
school boards and ultimately to 
the U.S. Constitution,” whereas 
private schools are not. 

Just what has all this public ac¬ 
countability gotten us? It’s true, 
that many private schools, includ¬ 
ing sectarian ones, might not be 
great places for gay students, 
teachers, and parents. But one 
must always ask, compared to 
what? 

Public schools have not exact¬ 
ly been havens of tolerance and 
understanding for gay folks. Most 
public schools, even in large cities 
like Houston, do not forbid dis¬ 
crimination against gay students 
or openly gay teachers. Vicious 
taunting and teasing of kids 
thought to be gay are common in 
public schools. Worse, gay youths 
are often pushed, hit, and spat 
upon. 

Unlike private institutions, 


many public school districts and 
administrators who ignore anti¬ 
gay abuse are immune (or nearly 
immune) from lawsuits. A reli¬ 
gious school that teaches the pri¬ 
macy of traditional marriage but 
that at least guarantees the physical 
safety of a gay child is surely 
preferable to a public school where 
the same child is beaten on her 
way to the school library to peruse 
Heather Has Two Mommies. 

Private schools are accountable 
to a force far more pervasive than 
government in a free society: the 
marketplace. Gay parents are free 
to withdraw their children from 
schools that aren’t sufficiently tol¬ 
erant. Parents of children being 
threatened for suspected homo¬ 
sexuality can take their children 
and their money elsewhere. 
Schools will have to compete for 
the best teachers by giving them 
better salaries and hiring them re¬ 
gardless of sexual orientation. 

The market for private educa¬ 
tion will respond to the prefer¬ 
ences of tolerance-minded par¬ 
ents by providing venues, religious 
or not, more hospitable to gay 


concerns. Parents may even take 
their voucher money and start 
high schools for gay teens like 
those that already exist in Dallas 
and New York. 

It’s no accident that private 
business has been far ahead of na¬ 
tional, state, and local governments 
in barring discrimination against 
gays and in offering health and 
other benefits to gay couples. The 
market doesn’t care much about 
sectarian morality. It cares about 
money, and money knows no sex¬ 
ual orientation. The freer market 
for education that Bush proposes 
would likely provide a happier and 
safer environment for gay youth, 
teachers, and parents. T

CAPE reception 
highlights lesbian 
legislators, new bills

M ore than 150 people 
joined nearly a dozen leg¬ 
islators at the California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality’s 
first capital reception at the his¬ 
toric Senator Hotel in downtown 
Sacramento last week following a 
forced delay and relocation by the 
January 16 truck attack on the 
state Capitol and California’s on¬ 
going energy crisis. 

The delay, though inconve¬ 
nient, was a far cry from what 
might have happened had the 
event been held just one night ear¬ 
lier than the original January 17 
date in the Capitol Rotunda, just 
yards away from where a mental¬ 
ly unstable Temecula man 
rammed his big rig into the west 
portico of the historic structure. 
The reception was delayed again 
when a series of late-night legisla¬ 
tive sessions were scheduled to 
deal with California’s continuing 
power crisis. Finally, despite the 
delays and relocation, CAPE’s in¬ 
augural reception, intended to in¬ 
troduce California’s four lesbian 
legislators as well as state repre¬ 
sentatives friendly to LGBT issues, 
was successful. 

The two new lesbian Assembly 
members, Christine Kehoe (D- 
San Diego) and Jackie Goldberg 
(D-Los Angeles), joined Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco), and state Senator 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica) to 
commemorate the first time in the 
state’s history that the LGBT com¬ 
munity has had four open lesbian 
legislators. 

Joining the four in attendance 
were several more legislators sup¬ 
portive of LGBT issues including 
state Senators John Vasconcellos 
(D-San Jose) and Jack Scott (D- 
Pasadena), and Assemblymen 
John Longville (D-San Bernardi¬ 
no), Alan Lowenthal (D-Long 
Beach), Kevin Shelley (D-San 
Francisco), and Paul Koretz (D- 
LA/West Hollywood). 

Kehoe’s crash course 

Kehoe, already catapulted to a 
leadership position as assistant 
speaker pro tern, “is doing an un¬ 
believable job,” said Migden. 
Goldberg agreed. “She never 


missed a beat,” she said, speaking 
of Kehoe’s first time at the Assem¬ 
bly podium. “It’s like she’s been 
doing it her whole life.” 

Kehoe’s near-instant visibility 
is no accident. Her district and 
San Diego County are considered 
conservative and Democrats are 
determined to retain the hard- 
fought seat. It’s no small feat that 
a Democrat, let alone a lesbian, 
could win in one of the state’s 
most conservative regions, a testa¬ 
ment to Kehoe’s political astute¬ 
ness. To win, she had to make 
great efforts not to be pigeonholed 
by her opponents as solely a 
LGBT-issue candidate, something 
she quickly learned as a San Diego 
City Council member. 

Kehoe currently is involved in 
resolving the state’s electrical cri¬ 
sis. She supports Governor Gray 
Davis’s plan to have the state pur¬ 
chase power now and “hopes the 
resolution equates to no electric 
rate increases” for her San Diego 
Gas and Electric Company con¬ 
stituents. Because of the energy 
crisis, Kehoe and her staff have 
been swamped since she moved to 
Sacramento. “I’ve had a crash 
course in Assembly procedures,” 
Kehoe quipped. 

Still, Kehoe has had an oppor¬ 
tunity to explore Sacramento’s 
historic downtown where she now 
resides during the week. “I love it 
here,” she said. “My partner and I 
have had a chance to enjoy some 
of the restaurants and since I live 
near the Capitol I try and walk 
through the [Capitol] park every 
morning.” Kehoe’s longtime part¬ 
ner maintains the couple’s home 
in San Diego. 

Kehoe also responded to lin¬ 
gering criticism that because she 
was campaigning - first for Con¬ 
gress and then for Assembly - she 
did not speak out more vocifer¬ 
ously against the Boy Scouts’ land 
lease in San Diego’s Balboa Park, 
where the organization currently 
is trying to renew their subsidized 
lease on five acres of public land 
adjacent to the city’s zoo. She de¬ 
nied the campaigns silenced her 
on the issue. “During most of my 
time on the City Council the Boy 
Scouts case was in the courts,” she 
explained. Kehoe said that since 
the Supreme Court has now de¬ 
termined that the Boy Scouts are 


a private, religious organization 
she believes, “that definition leaves 
them diametrically opposed to 
legal access to public land,” and 
hopes that the definition will pre¬ 
vent a lease renewal. She did miss 
a vote on the lease renewal, but ex¬ 
plained that “they tried to run it 
through because I was absent.” 

One of Kehoe’s successes as a 
San Diego City Council member 
was her effort to secure funding 
for the construction of San 
Diego’s gay and lesbian in-house 
drug and alcohol rehabilitation fa¬ 
cility, Stepping Stone. Kehoe and 
county Supervisor Ron Roberts 
worked with Stepping Stone staff 
to combine Housing Opportuni¬ 
ties for People With AIDS funds 
with community development 
block grants to build the $2.6 mil¬ 
lion, 39-bed facility. “Cheryl Houk 
and their staff deserve a lot of the 
credit,” said Kehoe. But she said 
that as a member of the Assembly 
Housing Committee she plans to 
find ways to promote similar pro¬ 
jects statewide. “That’s what we’re 
going to be doing on the housing 
committee,” she said. 

As for L.A.’s Goldberg, she said 
that if it wasn’t for Kuehl, she 
wouldn’t be in Sacramento. Hav¬ 
ing finished her term on the Los 
Angeles City Council, Goldberg 
planned to return to teaching, her 
vocation. But Kuehl insisted Gold¬ 
berg run for the seat, vacated by 
LGBT friend Antonio Villaraigosa 
because of term limits. “She 
[Kuehl] can be very persuasive,” 
joked Goldberg. 

Kuehl has moved to the state 
Senate, a victim of term limits. 
Many feel that because Kuehl was 
so well respected by fellow legisla¬ 
tors she would’ve been Assembly 
speaker this year had she been able 
to remain. Term limits present the 
LGBT community with the diffi¬ 
cult task of generating new gay 
and lesbian candidates to main¬ 
tain its hard fought presence in 
state politics.

Beginning this Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 12, the group’s “Popping the 
Question” campaign will use a se¬ 
ries of traveling billboards to ask 
the public, “Why do the elderly 
and low-income families often 
lose vital benefits if they legally 
marry? Who profits from the 
wedding industry and who is vic¬ 
timized by it? How are singles pe¬ 
nalized by preferences offered to 
married couples? Why are domes¬ 
tic partners left out of what con¬ 
stitutes a family?” and other 
thought-provoking inquiries. 

A 24 foot truck with billboards 
on three sides will circulate 
throughout the city, hitting all types 
of families where they dwell and re¬ 
minding people that although the 
average person leads most of their 
life unmarried, the institution of 
marriage is still the primary way the 
state grants economic benefits and 
legal rights. Despite these facts, ac¬ 
cording to Think Again, “the media 
continues to interrogate single par-

ject is to ask if queers really want 
to be married. We need to think 
about what the institution does to 
us as a regulatory thing. Amidst all 
this talk about getting the state out 
of my bedroom now I want a li¬ 
cense for my lover? 

“Gay marriage really serves the 
needs of the right wing,” Attyah 
added, “by making us disappear 
from public and relegating us to 
our homes.” 

It’s also no coincidence, Attyah 
believes, that the major spokes¬ 
persons for gay marriage are usu¬ 
ally very mainstream in appear¬ 
ance and relatively privileged. 

“We know that people already 
in positions of privilege can bene¬ 
fit from marriage, but are we ask¬ 
ing if those without privilege will 
benefit?” Attyah wondered. “There’s 
a lot of class issues involved. Di¬ 


vorce is still the 
primary way 
that women 
fall below the 
poverty line, 
for instance.

Marriage is stilt the way society confers essential 
economic and social benefits exclusively to couples. 


The bill¬ 
boards, like most of Think Again’s 
work, may start from a queer cen¬ 
ter, but they branch out to other 
populations affected by the issue. 
Therefore, the truck will not only 
focus on gay marriage but connect 
the issues of women, singles, and 
laborers, asking people who pa¬ 
tronize cqmpanies that use sweat¬ 
shops, “who manufacturers the day 
you’ve always dreamed of?” and 
telling so-called mainstream femi¬ 
nists, “you demand laws off your 
body but cherish a license on your 
lover.” 

“We really tried to craft the 
billboards so there’s an entry 
point for everybody,” said Attyah. 
“And once you’re in we hope you 
stay long enough to see the rele¬ 
vance to all Communities.” 

The billboard truck takes off 
for the streets on Monday and 
plans call for it to be driven 
through different neighborhoods 
through Friday, February 16, in 
celebration of Valentine’s Day. 

Attyah himself will be behind 
the wheel for some shifts, as will

Think Again was founded in 
1997 and the group’s work is in¬ 
cluded in the “Sex, Lies and 
Stereotypes” and “No Human Is 
Illegal,” exhibitions, and has been 
published in the book Economic 
Apartheid in America , and repro¬ 
duced in various journals and 
newspapers including Ms. maga¬ 
zine, Teen Voices, and the Boston 
Globe. Its messages are rooted in 
progressive political themes, from 
racism and gender inequality, to 
economic injustice and queer 
rights, and all of its artwork is dis¬ 
tributed at no cost.

CAN GENITAL HERPES 
OUTBREAKS BE REDUCED 
IN AN HIV+ PERSON? 


A research study to see if an approved herpes 
medication can suppress genital herpes

VIDEX EC (didanosine) in combination with other antiretroviral agents is indicated lor the treat¬ 
ment of HIV-1 infection in adults whose management requires once-daily administration of 
didanosine or an alternative didanosine formulation. (See Clinical Studies, PRECAUTIONS: 
Frequency of Dosing, and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION.) 

There are limited data to date to support the long-term durability of response with a once-daily 
dosing regimen of didanosine. 

Clinical Studies: Once-daily dosing of didanosine produces a pharmacokinetic profile that is sub¬ 
stantially different from that observed with twice-daily dosing of didanosine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 
in full prescribing information). Further, VIDEX EC and the VIDEX (didanosine) buffered formulation pro¬ 
duce substantially different pharmacokinetic profiles when dosed once daily. Therefore, controlled 
clinical trials were conducted with both formulations to evaluate the safety and efficacy of once-daily 
dosing of didanosine. There is no evaluable long-term clinical information that directly compares the 
efficacy of the two once-daily didanosine formulations. A small clinical study that-was conducted to address 
this issue was not interpretable due to the small number of patients who completed the study. 

Once-Daily VIDEX EC Study-Study AI454-152 is an ongoing, 48-week, randomized, open-label study 
comparing VIDEX EC (400 mg once daily) plus stavudine (40 mg twice daily) plus nelfinavir (750 mg 
three times daily) to zidovudine (200 mg twice daily) plus lamivudine (150 mg twice daily) combina¬ 
tion tablets plus nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) in 511 treatment-naive patients, with a mean CD4 
cell count of 411 cells/mm 5 (range 39 to 1105 cells/ mm 3 ) and a mean plasma HIV-1 RNA of 4.71 log™ 
copies/mL (range 2.8 to 5.9 logic copies/mL) at baseline. Patients were primarily males (72%) and Caucasian 
(53%) with a mean age of 35 years (range 18 to 73 years). The percentages of patients with HIV RNA 
<400 and <50 copies/mL and not meeting any criteria for treatment failure (eg, virologic failure, discontinuation 
for any reason, or AIDS-defining event) through 48 weeks are shown in Figure 1.

VIDEX EC (didanosine) should be taken on an empty stomach. 

Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the hands 
or feet, has been reported in patients receiving didanosine therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred 
more frequently in patients with advanced HIV disease, in patients with a history of neuropathy, or in patients 
being treated with neurotoxic drug therapy, including stavudine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

General: 

Patients with Renal Impairment- Patients with renal impairment (creatinine clearance <60 mL/min) 
may be at greater risk of toxicity from didanosine due to decreased drug clearance (see CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information). A dose reduction is recommended in these patients 
(see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Patients with Hepatic Impairment- It is unknown if hepatic impairment significantly affects 
didanosine pharmacokinetics. Therefore, these patients should be monitored closely for evidence of didano¬ 
sine toxicity. 

Hyperuricemia- Didanosine has been associated with asymptomatic hyperuricemia; treatment 
suspension may be necessary if .clinical measures aimed at reducing uric acid levels fail. 

Information for Patients (see Patient Information Leaflet in full prescribing information): 

Patients should be informed that a serious toxicity of didanosine, used alone and in combination 
regimens, is pancreatitis, which may be fatal. 

Patients should also be aware that peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in hands or feet, may develop during therapy with VIDEX EC. Patients should be counseled that periph¬ 
eral neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients with advanced HIV disease or a history of 
peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discontinuation of VIDEX EC may be required 
if toxicity develops. 

Patients should be informed that when didanosine is used in combination with other agents with 
similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than when didanosine is used alone. 
These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be cautioned about the use of medications or other substances, including alcohol, 
that may exacerbate VIDEX EC toxicities. 

Patients should be informed that the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice daily with a VIDEX 
(didanosine) buffered formulation because there are limited data to support the long-term durability of 
response with a once-daily regimen. 

VIDEX EC is not a cure for HIV infection, and patients may continue to develop HIV-associated ill¬ 
nesses, including opportunistic infection. Therefore, patients should remain under the care of a physician 
when using VIDEX EC. Patients should be advised that VIDEX EC therapy has not been shown to 
reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIDEX EC are unknown at this time. 

Drug Interactions (see also CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Drug Interactions in full prescribing information): 

Drug interactions that have been established based on drug interaction studies are listed with the 
pharmacokinetic results in CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Dreg Interactions (Tables 3-5) in full prescribing 
information. The clinical recommendations based on the results of these studies are listed in Table 1. 


Once-Daily VIDEX Buttered Tablet Study- Study AI454-148 was a randomized, open-label, mul¬ 
ticenter study comparing treatment with VIDEX Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets (400 mg once 
daily) plus stavudine (40 mg twice daily) and nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) versus zidovudine 
(300 mg twice daily) plus famivudine (150 mg twice daily) and nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) in 
756 treatment-naive patients, with a mean CD4 cell count of 368 cells/mm 3 (range 80 to 1568 cells/mm 3 ) 
and a mean plasma HIV-1 RNA of 4.69 logio copies/mL (range 2.6 to 5.9 logto copies/mL) at baseline.

When treatment with life-sustaining drugs known to cause pancreatic toxicity is required, suspension 
of VIDEX EC therapy is recommended. In patients with risk factors for pancreatitis, VIDEX EC should 
be used with extreme caution and only if clearlyindicated. Patients with advanced HIV infection, espe¬ 
cially the elderly, are at increased risk of pancreatitis and should be followed closely. Patients with 
renal impairment may be at greater risk for pancreatitis if treated without dose adjustment. 

The frequency of pancreatitis is dose related. In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations of 
didanosine, incidence ranged from 1% to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended and 
1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

2. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis 

Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been 
reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including didanosine and 
other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity and prolonged nucleoside 
exposure may be risk factors. Fatal lactic acidosis has been reported in pregnant women who received 
the combination of didanosine and stavudine with other antiretroviral agents. The combination of 
didanosine and stavudine should be used with caution during pregnancy and is recommended only if 
the potential benefit clearly outweighs the potential risk (see PRECAUTIONS: Pregnancy). Particular 
caution should be exercised when administering VIDEX EC to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. 
Treatment with VIDEX EC should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory find¬ 
ings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly 
and steatosis even in the absence of marked transaminase elevations). 

3. Retinal Changes and Optic Neuritis 

Retinal changes and optic neuritis have been reported in patients taking didanosine. Periodic reti¬ 
nal examinations should be considered for patients receiving VIDEX EC. (See ADVERSE REACTIONS.) 
PRECAUTIONS 

Frequency of Dosing: VIDEX EC should only be administered once daily. There are no data on the 
use of VIDEX EC dosed more frequently than once daily. 

There are limited data to support the long-term durability of response with a once-daily dosing 
regimen of didanosine. Therefore, the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice daily with a VIDEX 
buffered formulation. Once-daily dosing with VIDEX EC should be considered only for adult patients 
whose management requires once-daily administration of didanosine or an alternative didanosine 
formulation (see Clinical Studies). Consult the prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formula¬ 
tions and Pediatric Powder for Oral Solution for information on twice-daily dosing.

who received didanosine plus stavudine plus indinavir, and 2 of 68 pt_ 

sine plus stavudine plus indinavir plus hydroxyurea. In an early access program, pancreatitis 
resulting in death was observed in one patient wno received VIDEX EC (didanosine) plus stavudine 
plus hydroxyurea plus ritonavir plus indinavir plus efavirenz (see WARNINGS). 

The frequency of pancreatitis is dose related. In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations of 
didanosine, incidence ranged from 1% to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended and 
1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

Selected laboratory abnormalities that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine dosed once daily 
in combination with other antiretroviral agents are shown in Table 4.

Observed During Clinical Practice: 

The following events have been identified during postapproval use of didanosine buffered formu¬ 
lations. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency 
cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to didanosine, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, alopecia, anaphylactoid reaction, asthenia, chills/fever, and pain. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia, dyspepsia, and flatulence. 

Exocrine Gland Disorders- pancreatitis (including fatal cases) (see WARNINGS), sialoadenitis, 
parotid gland enlargement, dry mouth, and dry eyes. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS); hepatitis and liver failure. 

Metabolic Disorders- diabetes mellitus, elevated serum alkaline phosphatase level, elevated serum 
amylase level, elevated serum gamma-glutamyltransferase level, elevated serum uric acid level, hypo¬ 
glycemia, and hyperglycemia. 

Musculoskeletal Disorders- myalgia (with or without increases in creatine kinase), rhabdomyol- 
ysis including acute renal failure and hemodialysis, arthralgia, and myopathy. 

Ophthalmologic Disorders- Retinal depigmentation and optic neuritis (see WARNINGS). 
OVERDOSAGE 

There is no known antidote for didanosine overdosage. In phase 1 studies, in which buffered formu¬ 
lations of didanosine were initially administered at doses ten times the currently recommended dose, 
toxicities included: pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, diarrhea, hyperuricemia, and hepatic dysfunc¬ 
tion. Didanosine is not dialvzable by peritoneal dialysis, although there is some clearance by hemodialysis 
(see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY, Pharmacokinetics in full prescribing information). 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
Dosage: 

Adults- VIDEX EC should be administered on an empty stomach. 

VIDEX EC Delayed-Release Capsules should be swallowed intact. 

The recommended daily dose is dependent on body weight and is administered as one capsule given 


Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis: Lifetime carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice and 
rats for 22 and 24 months, respectively. In the mouse study, initial doses of 120,800, and 1200 mg/kg/day 
for each sex were lowered after 8 months to 120,210, and 210 mg/kg/day for females and 120,300, 
and 600 mg/kg/day for males. The two higher doses exceeded the maximally tolerated dose in females 
and the high dose exceeded the maximally tolerated dose in males. The low dose in females represented 
0.68-fold maximum human exposure and the intermediate dose in males represented 1.7-fold max¬ 
imum human exposure based on relative AUC comparisons. In the rat study, initial doses were 100, 
250, and 1000 mg/kg/day, and the high dose was lowered to 500 mg/kg/day after 18 months. The upper 
dose in male and female rats represented 3-fold maximum human exposure. 

Didanosine induced no significant increase in neoplastic lesions in mice or rats at maximally tol¬ 
erated doses. 

Didanosine was positive in the following genetic toxicology assays: 1) the Escherichia coli tester 
strain WP2 uvrA bacterial mutagenicity assay; 2) the L5178Y/TK+/- mouse lymphoma mammalian 
cell gene mutation assay; 3) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in cultured human peripheral 
lymphocytes; 4) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in Chinese Hamster Lung cells; and 5) the 
BALB/c 3T3 in vitro transformation assay. No evidence of mutagenicity was observed in an Ames 
Salmonella bacterial mutagenicity assay or in rat and mouse in vivo micronucleus assays. 

Pregnancy, Reproduction and Fertility: Pregnancy “Category B”. Reproduction studies have been 
performed in rats and rabbits at doses up to 12 and 14.2 times the estimated human exposure (based 
upon plasma levels), respectively, and have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus 
due to didanosine. At approximately 12 times the estimated human exposure, didanosine was slightly 
toxic to female rats and their pups during mid and late lactation. These rats showed reduced food 
intake and body weight gains but the physical and functional development of the offspring was not impaired 
and there were no major changes in the F2 generation. A study in rats showed that didanosine and/or 
its metabolites are transferred to the fetus through the placenta. Animal reproduction studies are not 
always predictive of human response. 

There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of didanosine in pregnant women. Didanosine 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk. 

Fatal lactic acidosis has been reported in pregnant women who received the combination of didano¬ 
sine and stavudine with other antiretroviral agents. It is unclear if pregnancy augments the risk of 
lactic acidosis/hepatic steatosis syndrome reported in non-pregnant individuals receiving nucle¬ 
oside analogues (see WARNINGS: Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis). The 
combination of didanosine and stavudine should be used with caution during pregnancy and 
is recommended only if the potential benefit clearly outweighs the potential risk. Health care 
providers caring for HIV-infected pregnant women receiving didanosine should be alert for early 
diagnosis of lactic acidosis/hepatic steatosis syndrome. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to didanosine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected 
mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. A study in rats 
showed that following oral administration, didanosine and/or its metabolites were excreted into the milk 
of lactating rats. It is not known if didanosine is excreted in human milk. Because of both the potential 
for HIV transmission and the potential for serious adverse reactions in nursing infants, mothers should 
be instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving VIDEX EC. 

Pediatric Use: The safety and efficacy of VIDEX EC in pediatric patients have not been established. 
Please consult the complete prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder 
for Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pediatric patients.

Didanosine is known to be substantially 
excreted by the kidney, and the risk of toxic reactions to this drug may be greater in patients with 
impaired renal function. Because elderly patients are more likely to have decreased renal function, 
care should be taken in dose selection. In addition, renal function should be monitored and dosage adjust¬ 
ments should be made accordingly (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: Dose Adjustment). 
ADVERSE REACTIONS 

A SERIOUS TOXICITY OF DIDANOSINE IS PANCREATITIS, WHICH MAY BE FATAL (see WARNINGS). 
OTHER IMPORTANT TOXICITIES INCLUDE LACTIC ACIDOSIS/SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATO¬ 
SIS; RETINAL CHANGES AND OPTIC NEURITIS; AND PERIPHERAL NEUROPATHY (see WARNINGS 
and PRECAUTIONS). 

When didanosine is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the inci¬ 
dence of these toxicities may be higher than when didanosine is used alone. Thus, patients 
treated with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine, with or without hydroxyurea, may be at increased 
risk for pancreatitis, which may be fatal, and hepatotoxicity (see WARNINGS). Patients treated 
with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine may also be at increased risk for peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy (see PRECAUTIONS). . 

Studies of VIDEX EC and a buffered didanosine formulation yielded comparable safety profiles for 
both formulations. Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine dosed 
once daily in combination with other antiretroviral agents are provided in Table 3.

Please consult the com¬ 
plete prescribing information for VIDEX (didanosine) buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder for 
Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pediatric patients. 

Dose Adjustment: 

Clinical and laboratory signs suggestive of pancreatitis should prompt dose suspension and care¬ 
ful evaluation of the possibility of pancreatitis. VIDEX EC use should be discontinued in patients with 
confirmed pancreatitis (see WARNINGS). 

Based on data with buffered didanosine formulations, patients with symptoms of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy may tolerate a reduced dose of VIDEX EC after resolution of tne symptoms of peripheral 
neuropathy upon drug interruption. If neuropathy recurs after resumption of VIDEX EC, permanent dis¬ 
continuation of VIDEX EC should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- Dosing recommendations for VIDEX EC and VIDEX buffered formulations are 
different for patients with renal impairment. Please consult the complete prescribing information on admin¬ 
istration of VIDEX buffered formulations to patients with renal impairment. 

In adult patients with impaired renal function, the dose of VIDEX EC should be adjusted to compensate 
for the slower rate of elimination. The recommended doses and dosing intervals of VIDEX EC in adult 
patients with renal insufficiency are presented in Table 6. _

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Gay TV Network controversy grows 
more complex; stock value drops

A fter two articles on the pro¬ 
posed Gay Television Net¬ 
work (GTN) over the DISH 
Network appeared in the Bay Area 
Reporter, an unhappy San Francis¬ 
co investor contacted the paper 
with information about his in¬ 
vestment in one of the sister com¬ 
panies - Triangle Broadcasting 
Co. Inc. - involved in the GTN 
venture. 

Co-Media Inc. of Palm 
Springs, which announced it 
would begin broadcasting on Feb¬ 
ruary 2, claimed it had a contract 
with EchoStar Communications 
Corp., while EchoStar spokesman 
Marc Lumpkin told the B.A.R. 
that EchoStar does “not have a 
signed contract with Co-Media.” 

In the related matter, the in¬ 
vestor, who asked to remain 
anonymous, told the B.A.R. he 
had received a January 15 letter 
from Max Craig Cassing, an attor¬ 
ney in Palm Springs “retained to 
serve as escrow representative for 
shareholders of Triangle Broad¬ 
casting Co. Inc. (OTC: GAAY), to 
exchange 2.375 shares of Triangle 
for one share of Triangle Multi- 
Media Ltd. Inc. (OTC: QBID).” 

The investor said he had “in 
early 1998 invested $4,200 for 
50,000 shares of Triangle, only to 
have them later initiate a 5-to-l 
reverse stock split under a new 
symbol, GAAY. Those 10,000 
shares are now worth around $40 
to $60,” he said in a phone inter¬ 
view.. 

According to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, “compa¬ 
nies often split their stock when 
they believe the price of their 
stock is too low to attract investors 
to buy their stock. Some reverse 
stock splits cause small sharehold¬ 
ers to be ‘cashed out’ so that they 
no longer own the company’s 
shares. A company’s board of di¬ 
rectors may declare a reverse stock 
split without shareholder ap¬ 
proval.” 

In a March 21, 2000 

PRNewswire release, Triangle 


Broadcasting had announced that 
its shareholders “voted in favor of 
the proposed sale of assets and ex¬ 
change of stock with Triangle 
Multi-Media Ltd. Inc. As previ¬ 
ously stated in the original an¬ 
nouncement of the proposed 
business combination between 
GAAY and QBID, the two compa¬ 
nies are still exploring opportuni¬ 
ties with different third entities.” 

Cassing’s letter stated: “This 
exchange of shares is entirely vol¬ 
untary, and no shareholder is re¬ 
quired to exchange their shares in 
Triangle Broadcasting Co. Inc. for 
shares in Triangle Multi-Media 
Ltd. Inc.” The investor said that 
Triangle Multi-Media Ltd. is in¬ 
volved in telecasting bingo games 
in the U.S. and Mexico. 

The San Francisco resident 
told the B.A.R. that “this has not 
been my best investment.” He fur¬ 
ther added: “Is this another scam 
to screw the shareholders of Tri¬ 
angle Broadcasting Company Inc. 
by having them exchange their 
shares for those of QBID, and not 
having any connection to the pro¬ 
posed venture of Gay TV/Co- 
Media Inc. which may or may not 
prove to be a more valuable ven¬ 
ture?” 

In the original Co-Media Inc. 
(OTC: CMDA) news release of 
January 16, it stated: “The compa¬ 
ny’s audited financial statements 
have been completed and [it] 
plans to file with the SEC its Form 
10 by the middle of February 2001 
to become a 12G Company.” It 
further stated that Co-Media Inc. 
has radio, TV, Internet, and real 
estate holdings. “GTN’s projected 
gross revenues for the next five 
years exceed $250 million,” ac¬ 
cording to the release. 

In 1964 Congress amended the 
Exchange Act to bring into its reg¬ 
ulatory regime companies whose 
equity securities are publicly trad¬ 
ed on the over-the-counter mar¬ 
kets. A company must register (on 
Form 8-A or Form 10) if it has a 
class of equity securities held of 
record by more than 500 share¬ 
holders and has total assets ex¬ 
ceeding $10 million.

had easy access to Democratic 
congressional members on Capi¬ 
tol Hill. The backlash among De¬ 
mocrats against Nader first be¬ 
came apparent recently when 
Nader asked Senator Patrick 
Leahy (D-Vermont) if he could 
appear before the Senate Judicia¬ 
ry Committee hearings to testify 
against the nomination of Attor¬ 
ney General John Ashcroft.

Bitter congressional Democ¬ 
rats point out that these numbers 
mean that Florida and New 
Hampshire would have surely 
gone to Gore instead of Bush, as¬ 
suring Gore the White House.

The GTN news release, for 
which Co-Media apologized to 
Michael Schwimmer, vice presi¬ 
dent of programming at EchoStar 
Communications Corp., also con¬ 
tained a “safe harbor statement.” 
Such a statement contains a dis¬ 
closure that investment in a com¬ 
pany’s stock could pose a risk. 

It stated in full: “As a caution¬ 
ary note to investors, certain mat¬ 
ters discussed in this press release 
may be forward-looking state¬ 
ments within the meaning of the 
Private Securities Litigation Re¬ 
form Act of 1995. Such matters 
involve risks and uncertainties 
that may cause actual results to 
differ materially, including the fol¬ 
lowing: changes in economic con¬ 
ditions, general competitive fac¬ 
tors, Co-Media’s ability to execute 
its business model and strategic 
plans, and the risks described 
from time to time in the compa¬ 
ny’s SEC filings.” 

GTN’s January 19 letter of 
apology to EchoStar, from CEO 
Frank Olsen and President Mar¬ 
vin Jenkins, stated “we will submit 
all future press releases for your 
review 48 hours in advance. We 
will not issue future press releases 
without your prior approval.” 

The letter also stated: “I sin¬ 
cerely apologize that the words 
Dish Network were used in the 
press release. I want you to know 
that we do understand the delicate 
nature of putting gay program¬ 
ming on satellite. That is why we 


set such high standards in select¬ 
ing quality programming, which 
we call ‘gay, family-oriented pro¬ 
gramming.’” 

The San Francisco investor 
said that when he had originally 
purchased his stock in 1998, Co- 
Media Executive Vice President 
Dick Wiener was president of Tri¬ 
angle Broadcasting Co. Inc. The 
stock offering was made by John 
Martin 8c Associates of White 
Rock, British Columbia, Canada. 
A May 27, 1998 news release an¬ 
nouncing Triangle’s “preparing to 
broadcast live audio via its Web 
site” listed John Martin 8c Associ¬ 
ates as the company to contact for 
more information. 

An earnings statement for Tri¬ 
angle Broadcasting provided to 
the B.A.R. showed the company 
had income of $2,710,905 for the 
first quarter of 1999. With 94 mil¬ 
lion shares outstanding at that 
time, the earnings per share 
amounted to $0.0288. The pro¬ 
jected share value at the time was 
$0.72 each. 

Shares of stocks in these and 
similar offerings are referred to as 
“penny stocks” and traditionally 
have a high risk value for in¬ 
vestors. Since they do not trade in 
the traditional exchanges (New 
York Stock Exchange, Nasdaq, 
etc.), trading activity is limited 
and prices are based on broker 
bids. 

The B.A.R. checked the latest 
value of stock in the three compa¬ 


nies by looking at listings in Pink 
Sheets (www.pinksheets.com) on 
February 4. Co-Media, Inc. 
(CMDA) had a “best bid” of $. 10 a 
share with a “best ask” of $.15 per 
share. The annual high was $1.24, 
with an annual low of $.12. Stock 
is offered in a minimum of 5,000 
shares. 

Triangle Broadcasting Co. Inc. 
(GAAY) had a best bid of $.0041 
(less than half a cent) and a best 
ask of $.0055. Its annual high was 
.70 with an annual low of .0005. 
Triangle Multi-Media Ltd. Inc. 
(QBID) had a best bid of $.01 
with a best ask of $.015. Its annu¬ 
al high was $.95, and annual low 
was $.006. 

The various companies have 
offices in Palm Springs, at 1000 E. 
Tahquitz Canyon Way. The GTN 
Web site (www.wearegaytv.com) 
was no longer operating at press 
time. Only this statement ap¬ 
peared: “Site Under Re-Construc¬ 
tion. Stay Tuned For Very Good 
News.” 

EchoStar Communications 
Corp. is a publicly traded compa¬ 
ny (NASDAQ: DISH, DISHP). 
DISH Network is EchoStar’s di¬ 
rect broadcast satellite TV system 
that offers over 500 channels of 
digital video and CD-quality 
audio programming.

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Retroviral conference 
opens with focus on Africa

T he key research findings 
“show incremental and 
great progress on a wide va¬ 
riety of fronts,” said Constance 
Benson, co-chair of the eighth an¬ 
nual Retroviral conference. She 
spoke with the press at the Febru¬ 
ary 4 opening of the five-day event 
in Chicago. She modestly, and ac¬ 
curately, claimed it as “one of the 
preeminent conferences in the 
world focusing on AIDS.” 

“Science should determine 
public health policy,” said Kevin 
DeCock, director of U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion in Nairobi, Kenya, in address¬ 
ing the opening session. “The sci¬ 
entific and philosophic underpin¬ 
nings of public health are epi¬ 
demiology and social justice. Sur- 
yeillance is both the witness and 
judge in any epidemic. 

“Africa is a world apart in 
terms of scope of the epidemic,” 
he said. With about 10 percent of 
the world’s population, “sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa accounts for 70 per¬ 
cent of the world’s HIV-infected 
persons, and 80 percent of the 
deaths.” In many of these coun¬ 
tries, “it is destiny for a majority of 
15-year-olds to be dying of AIDS.” 

Estimates are that fewer than a 
million Americans are infected 
with HIV in a population of 270 
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Constance Benson 


million. What would the U.S. do 
with Africa’s rate of infection, 
asked DeCock. “We cannot stay 
away from the issue of antiretro¬ 
viral therapy in developing coun¬ 
tries.” 

He argued that “we have to 
change the social construct 
through which we look at-the 
AIDS epidemic in Africa. We have 
painted this epidemic in the con¬ 
text of human rights.” That came 
from experience in the U.S. and in 
South Africa’s struggle to end 
apartheid. “I think we need to 
shift that paradigm to one of the 
eroding public health system in 
Africa. 

“We cannot go on dealing with 
AIDS in Africa through the lens of 
AIDS exceptionalism which de¬ 
rived, very understandably and 
perhaps appropriately, from the 
1980s in the industrialized world.” 
He argued that there cannot be 
credible prevention without care. 

DeCock sketched out how risk 
factors for transmission and ac¬ 
quisition of HIV infection are 
higher in Africa than the U.S. and 
can interact with a multiple effect. 
“One can envision a high risk en¬ 
vironment in which a single act of 
unprotected sex carries a risk of 
HIV that is substantially higher 
than in the mid-western USA. Just 
say no is equally effective every¬ 
where. Just say yes, even only 
once, carries very different risks 
depending on who and where you 
are.” 

Laurie Garrett was concerned 
with public health implications of 
large-scale use of antiretroviral 
therapy in the less than optimal 
setting of Africa or other regions

of the world. The journalist and 
author of two respected books 
dealing with public health and in¬ 
fectious disease feared that ade¬ 
quate attention was not being 
given to the likely emergence and 
transmission of strains of HIV 
that are highly resistant to all cur¬ 
rently available therapies. 

She pointed out that even in 
highly AIDS educated popula¬ 
tions, such as gay men in the U.S., 
there is misconception about how 
HIV can be transmitted even with 
an undetectable viral load. Unsafe 
sex practices seem to be growing. 

DeCock admitted that resis¬ 
tance has emerged to every drug 
used long term to treat infectious 
disease. But he pointed to the dra¬ 
matic effect of HAART in the 
West and said, “Surely we cannot 
say this is okay for the United 
States but not for Africa.” 


Money talks 

The scientists asked a practi¬ 
tioner of what some people have 
referred to the dismal science - an 
economist - to address them. “Sci¬ 
ence has responded brilliantly, but 
none of this reaches poor people,” 
said Jeffrey Sachs of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity. 

“The essence of Africa’s crisis 
begins with its extreme poverty,” 
he said. It has experienced “a vir¬ 
tual collapse in-its public health 
structure,” and sub-Saharan 
Africa has no chance of economic 
development without that. 

“Money is the key to it all.” He 
chastised the Clinton administra¬ 
tion for beginning to talk the talk, 
but in essence doing little. He 
cited the former president’s trip to 
Nigeria where a $10 million AIDS 
grant was announced four differ¬ 
ent times. Sachs put that sum in 
the context of the $25 million cost 
of the trip to Nigeria for the pres¬ 
ident and his entourage. He said 
that Clinton could have done 
more than three times the good by 
staying at home and sending a 
check for the amount of the trip. 

Sachs claimed that the major 
pharmaceutical companies “are 
ready to deal” in providing drugs 
for the beleaguered continent at a 
price near their cost of produc¬ 
tion. He calculated that a combi¬ 
nation of two nucleoside analogs 
and a non-nucleoside analog, a 
common initial therapy in the 
U.S., would run about $500 a year 
per person. 

If the governments of the ap¬ 
proximately 1 billion rich people 
of the U.S., Europe, and Japan 
each donated about $5 per capita, 


he estimated that the money 
would be sufficient to provide 
drugs for most of those in Africa 
who exhibit the symptoms of 
AIDS, as well as fund a large scale 
prevention program. 

Sachs is “hoping that the phar¬ 
maceutical companies will go to 
the Bush administration” to press 
for such a program. He said that 
the congressmen who have trav¬ 
eled to Africa and seen the face of 
AIDS say it has “changed their 
lives,” and support for such ex¬ 
penditures is growing. 

But the scientists in the room 
were skeptical. They realize that 
many in Africa lack basics that 
Americans take for granted, such 
as clean, safe drinking water and 
sanitation facilities. The cost of 
drugs is but a small portion of the 
cost of creating a health care de¬ 
livery system that must accompa¬ 
ny those drugs. 

Missing from Sachs’s proposal 
was any call for the governments 
of Africa to shoulder a portion of 
the burden. A handful of the hard¬ 
est hit nations find few resources 
for the health of their own people 
yet can afford to send portions of 
their armies to fight in the Repub¬ 
lic of the Congo. 

South Africa, the wealthiest 
and most medically advanced na¬ 
tion in the region, until recently 
had refused to accept free drugs to 
reduce the transmission of HIV 
from mother to child, yet ordered 
a new submarine for its Navy. 

The need in Africa is great and 
growing. The response to stem the 
epidemic will be complex and 
costly, while failure to act may 
prove to be even more costly. ▼ 
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topic at last week’s reception. 

Goldberg explained that AB25 
is intended to cover certain rights 
that last year’s Proposition 22 
(Knight initiative) proponents 
“claimed were not the intended 
targets of the initiative,” like the 
right to make medical decisions, 
as well as property rights and 
death, health, and certain tax ben¬ 
efits currently allowed only to 
married couples. 

In supporting the need for 
AB25, gay and lesbian activists 
point to a 1996 General Account¬ 
ing Office report Citing 1,049 dif¬ 
ferent federally-based benefit's 
given to people solely because 
they are married, benefits denied 
lesbian and gay couples. 

Many other governmental and 
societal benefits are associated 
with the status of being married, 


not the least of which are employ¬ 
ment-based benefits including 
medical insurance coverage and 
retirement benefits. Because 
same-sex couples are forbidden 
the right to marry under state laws 
and the federal Defense Of Mar¬ 
riage Act, the benefits associated 
with that status are denied gay and 
lesbians Americans. 

If it passes and is signed by the 
governor, AB25 would provide 
domestic partners in California 
with just a fraction of what’s of¬ 
fered to heterosexual married 
couples, but it’s a start. 

Assemblyman Koretz also in¬ 
formed the Bay Area Reporter that 
he is about to sponsor a bill estab¬ 
lishing Vermont-style civil unions 
for gay and lesbian couples in Cal¬ 
ifornia. Assemblyman Darrell 
Steinberg’s (D-Sacramento) chief 
of staff Andrea Jackson, one of 
four gay and lesbian chiefs of staff 
in the Capitol, said Koretz’s bill is 
intended to “push the envelope.” 


Jackson said that her boss “believes 
in the right for gay and lesbian 
couples to wed” and will almost 
surely support the Koretz bill, but 
acknowledged Migden’s AB25 has 
a better chance of passing. “The 
hard thing will be getting that 41st 
vote” it takes for a bill to pass, said 
Jackson, despite the fact that the 
Assembly now has 50 Democrats. 

In part because of these two 
important bills, Kuehl asked those 
at the reception to spread the 
word to California’s LGBT com¬ 
munity to support CAPE’s lobby¬ 
ing efforts this year. “I was just 
saying to Jean [CAPE Executive 
Director Jean Harris] in my office 
the other day: Imagine if a million 
people gave just $25 dollars to 
CAPE. Wow, the things we could 
accomplish!” T

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Ashcroft confirmed as attorney general

T he Senate confirmed John 
Ashcroft to be attorney gen¬ 
eral by a 58-42 vote last 
Thursday, February 1. Eight De¬ 
mocrats joined all 50 Republicans 
in that vote. Virtually the entire lib¬ 
eral end of the political spectrum 
worked to defeat the nomination, 
though it seemed clear from the 
start that it would be a nearly im¬ 
possible task to accomplish. 

Many senators of both parties 
who voted for Ashcroft would have 
preferred another candidate. But as 
Russ Feingold (D-Wisconsin), one 
of the few liberals to vote for 
Ashcroft said, “Examination of the 
history demonstrates that it has 
been a nearly continuous custom 
of the Senate to confirm a presi¬ 
dent’s nominees to the Cabinet in 
all but the very rarest of circum¬ 
stances.” It has done so only nine 
times in the history of the nation.

fore I came in.” 

Whipple was very well liked 
and respected by the students she 
coached. Several broke down as 
they spoke offering prayers in her 
honor. 

Dog owners’ letter 

A day before the memorial 
Mass, the owners of the dogs that 
attacked Whipple, attorneys 
Robert Noel and his wife, Marjorie 
Knoller, issued a rambling 18-page 
letter implying Whipple was par¬ 
tially at fault for her own death. 

The couple lived next door to 
Whipple and Smith. The attack 
happened in the hallway as Whip¬ 
ple was entering her Pacific Av¬ 
enue apartment with two bags of 
groceries in hand. 

Noel alleged in his letter that 
Whipple could have easily avoided 
the attack by entering her apart¬ 
ment and shutting the door when 
Bane, one of the two Presa Ca- 
nario dogs Knoller was walking, 
was beginning to get out of con¬ 
trol. Noel also wrote that Whipple 
“may have been wearing a pher- 
mone (sic) based cosmetic or scent 
or that as a serious athlete she may 
have been a user of steroids which 
could have triggered the initial in¬ 
terest of Bane in her and would 
have a had an affect (sic) on Hera 
[the other dog.]” 

Noel blamed Whipple for 
struggling during the attack and 
for allegedly hitting Knoller in the 
course of her struggle to get away 
from the dog. 

The letter also implied a con¬ 
spiracy against the couple by 
Whipple, Smith and the apart¬ 
ment manager and her partner. 

“We understand that Ms. 
Whipple, her domestic partner and 
the apartment manager, Aleta and 
her domestic partners are close 
friends,” Noel wrote. “We have had 
recurring disputes with both the 
previous owner and the current 
one over conditions at the building 
and have required the previous 
owner to spend more than 
$300,000 in making inadequate re¬ 
pairs to the building. Aleta has at¬ 
tempted in the past to take action 
against us and may have enlisted 
the aid of her friend Ms. Whipple.” 

Aleta, who asked that her last 
name not be used, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Noel’s allegations are 
false. She said she couldn’t elaborate 
because she was advised by her at¬ 
torney not to talk. Aleta confirmed 
other reports that Whipple had 


Minority Leader Tom Daschle 
(D-South Dakota) interpreted the 
42 votes he mustered as a sign they 
could successfully filibuster, or 
continue talking to prevent a vote, 
on judicial nominees they consid¬ 
er to be too conser>4ative. Others 
suggested that an unwillingness to 
mount such a filibuster against 
Ashcroft undercut that claim. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
worked to defeat Ashcroft because 
of the totality of his record, in¬ 
cluding the many anti-gay posi¬ 
tions he took in the Senate. Most 
notable was his role in blocking a 
vote on James Hormel as ambas¬ 
sador to Luxembourg. President 
Clinton later gave Hormel a “re¬ 
cess appointment” to that post, 
bypassing the Senate, and Hormel 
served with distinction. 

“It is clear that a different man 
turned up for this job interview,” 
said HRC Executive Director Eliz¬ 
abeth Birch. “To win confirma¬ 
tion, Ashcroft recognized he had 


been attacked by the dog before. 

Bane was euthanized after the 
attack. The female dog, Hera, is 
being held in the custody of Animal 
Care and Control. Her fate hasn’t 
been determined and her role in 
the attack is unclear. Some reports 
have suggested she bit at Whipple’s 
clothing but no one is disputing 
that Bane initiated the attack. The 
couple has not been charged. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Henry Hunter told the 
B.A.R. in an interview on Mon¬ 
day, February 5, that contrary to 
several media reports “arrests are 
far from being imminent.” 

“We got a ton of legwork and 
interviews to do,” Hunter added. 
“Then we got to put it together to 
see if we have a chargeable case. 
We’re not rushing to judgment.” 

When asked about the passage 
in Noel’s letter in which he men¬ 
tions a collaboration between 
Whipple and her domestic partner 
and Aleta and her domestic part¬ 
ner, Hunter said he couldn’t com¬ 
ment on it because he didn’t want 
to be prejudicial against Noel. 

The case took a bizarre twist 
early last week when it was re¬ 
vealed that Noel, 59, and Knoller, 
45, had adopted Pelican Bay 
Prison inmate Paul Schneider 
who, along with another prisoner, 
was involved in the breeding of 
several fighting dogs including 
Bane. Prison authorities say 
Schneider is a leader of the Aryan 
Brotherhood prison gang. 

Noel met Schneider when 
Schneider was a witness in one of 
Noel’s cases. 

“Because of the friendship that 
developed and the fact that Mr. 
Schneider, with one notable ex¬ 
ception, has no living family, the 
three of us decided to establish a 
family unit,” wrote Noel. 

During a press conference out- 


to turn himself into an inclusive 
moderate, an image in stark con¬ 
trast to his record and past.”

Rich Tafel, executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans, said they 
initially were troubled by the 
Ashcroft nomination.

side Pelican Bay last Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 2, Noel insisted that he was¬ 
n’t blaming the victim for her own 
attack and he said he didn’t know 
what precipitated the attack. 

Smith has retained San Fran¬ 
cisco attorney Michael Cardoza 
and is considering filing a wrong¬ 
ful death lawsuit against Noel and 
Knoller. 

“I’m shocked. Disgusted, quite 
frankly that there’s no sign of re¬ 
morse,” said Smith in an interview 
with KPIX-TV on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 6.

“And I want them 
to be held responsible for that.” 

Smith said she’s moving out of 
the apartment she shared with 
Whipple but is not giving up 
without justice.

I want their life stripped 
away from them,” she said. 

Cardoza told the B.A.R. that he 
is confident the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s office will file 
second-degree murder or 
manslaughter charges against the 
couple. Cardoza said he expects 
arrests will be made within the 
next two or three weeks and he 
said that the second dog, Hera, 
should be put to death. 

“And I’m a dog lover and I don’t 
say that lightly,” Cardoza added. 
“Do we need to be hit over the head 
with what happened here? Appar¬ 
ently both dogs were involved and 
if the facts prove this dog was even 
peripherally involved, unfortunate¬ 
ly it should be destroyed.” 

The hearing that will decide 
Hera’s fate is scheduled for Tues¬ 
day, February 13, at 2 p.m. in City 
Hall room 408. It will be conduct¬ 
ed by Animal Care and Control 
and the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment and is open to public 
testimony. T

position.” Tafel said, “The most 
important thing for us was that 
his statements were looking for¬ 
ward, not looking backward.” 

He said they would be meeting 
with Ashcroft at the Department

. Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas administered 
the oath of office to Ashcroft later 
that day in a private ceremony.

He is a high-power 
Washington attorney who suc¬ 
cessfully argued the Bush side of 
the Florida election before that 
court.

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The changing AIDS treatment paradigm

T he eighth Conference on 
Retroviruses and Oppor¬ 
tunistic Infections wrapped 
up Thursday in Chicago and as 
usual there is much information 
to decipher and apply to today’s 
AIDS epidemic. It is now becom¬ 
ing obvious that treatment of HIV 
has changed because of years of 
mediocre and toxic drug therapy. 
Conferences such as the retrovirus 
meeting and anecdotes from the 
day to day care in HIV practices 
have begun to show that it is time 
to change the “hit early hit hard” 
paradigm of the last five years 
when protease inhibitors turned 
the possibility of HIV treatment 
into a reality. 

On Monday, the Department 
of Health and Human Services 
changed long-standing federal 
guidelines for the treatment of 
HIV. They have changed their 
strategy of starting treatment 
early and are now recommending 
delaying treatment for as long as 
possible. The guidelines used to 
recommend treatment when im¬ 
portant CD4 cells drop to 500, or 
virus levels reach 10,000 by the 
bDNA test (or 20,000 by PCR). 
The change is a clear shift in treat¬ 
ing HIV as we know it today. The 


new guidelines are 350 CD4 cells, 
or 30,000 bDNA viral load or 
55,000 PCR. 

These changes suggest that 
using HIV drugs definitely pro¬ 
long life, but at what cost? It ap¬ 
pears that it is better to wait as 
long as possible before using 
them. HIV mutations causing 
drug resistance, toxic side ef¬ 
fects, both cosmetic and 
life threatening, long¬ 
term care issues, and 
a wave of new HIV 
seroconversions are 
the reasons for the shift 
in how we think about 
treating HIV. 

Despite all the 
hoopla from the 
conference, med¬ 
ical trends in 
HIV are usually noticed long be¬ 
fore any medical meeting or sci¬ 
entific journal can report them, or 
before guidelines can be made. 
While conferences are necessary 
for reporting controlled data, 
turning to any good HIV doctor is 
an excellent way to provide im¬ 
portant trends in the epidemic 
long before studies go through 
their bureaucratic timetables, and 
then get presented at conferences. 

Discussing today’s epidemic 
with four different HIV doctors in 
three metropolitan centers opens 
up an array of useful information. 


While care and treatment varies 
from clinic to clinic and practice 
to practice, it is interesting to no¬ 
tice that most of the problems are 
compounding long term care sit¬ 
uations that have forced the feder¬ 
al guidelines to change. 

Dr. Virginia Cafaro’s practice 
in San Francisco reported liver 
failure in patients who have HIV, 
hepatitis C, and are on antivi¬ 
ral therapies. Dr. Howard 
Grossman in New York 
recounted a major 
problem with liver tox- 
icities in most of his pa¬ 
tients. It makes sense 
that the liver cannot 
maintain such 
stress over the 
long haul, and it 
is clear that more 
organ failure will be seen in HIV 
in the future. 

Lipodystrophy remains on 
every physician’s list as an impor¬ 
tant problem mired with psycho¬ 
logical and physical symptoms. 
Grossman attests, “People are just 
tired of taking all the drugs. 
Lipodystrophy has had a profound 
impact on adherence.” Dr. Tom 
Klein from Chicago stated, “Peo¬ 
ple are losing weight, they don’t 
like the way they look though they 
may be feeling well. It’s an ongo¬ 
ing, cumulative problem.” So if pa¬ 
tients don’t like the way they look 
on the drugs, and are maintaining 
stable health, it makes sense that 
they would opt for strategies to go 
off their drugs, or at least delay the 
time when they should be started. 
Some dangerously choose to stop

infection strongly suggests that 
this may be the best time and the 
best way to help train the immune 
system to fight back against HIV 
before it gets overwhelmed by the 
virus. This seems to be the group 
of patients who are best able to 
eventually stop all therapy and 
have their immune system control 
the virus at very low levels of 
replication. 

Reactions 

At a February 4 news confer¬ 
ence at the eighth Retroviral con¬ 
ference in Chicago, activist Mark 
Harrington charged that the orga¬ 
nizers of the conference refused to 
allow a news conference for re¬ 
lease of the guidelines. He is a 
member of the Treatment Action 
Group in New York City and has 
participated in shaping the guide¬ 
lines and their revisions. 

“No, it never came to that point,” 
said Constance Benson in a testy ex¬ 
change with Harrington. She is con¬ 
ference co-chair and a researcher at 
the University of Colorado Health 
Sciences Center in Denver. She ex¬ 
plained that the executive commit¬ 
tee had “lengthy discussions” about 
the matter and decided that the. 
guidelines were not part of the 
meeting, nor something that they 
wanted to “highlight.” 

Later Harrington called Ben¬ 
son’s response “all spin.” If the 
guidelines advocated “hit it early, 
hit it hard,” a position the confer¬ 
ence organizers had championed 
in the past, he thought their re¬ 
sponse would have been different. 
Fie said the organizers “had their 
tails between their legs.” 

“I’ve been one who has been 
urging caution [in starting thera¬ 
py] for a long time,” said Dr. Don¬ 
ald Abrams. He is an AIDS doctor 
at the University of California, San 
Francisco and former president of 
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. on their own without the advice of 
their doctors. 

All of the physicians reported 
rising new HIV infections. Gross- 
man stated, “I think there’s a 
problem when you combine the 
party drug use with the increasing 
trend to unsafe sex - that’s the real 
danger. I just don’t know anymore 
how to convince people to keep 
having protected sex when they 
are so inclined not to. I would say 
I am seeing one to two serocon¬ 
versions per month. And this is 
among the most informed, edu¬ 
cated people, a number of whom 
have been involved in HIV pre¬ 
vention work. Something is radi¬ 
cally wrong here.” 

Klein said, “I definitely see a 
connection between new infec¬ 
tions and crystal use.” Cafaro 
agreed, “The drug scene is out of 
control. We are seeing more recent 
seroconversions and I don’t see 
any end in sight. This is no longer 
feeling like a war but more like 
Vietnam where you just keep 
fighting and wondering what the 
hell is really going on.” 

Lymphoma is not seen more 
than years before, but Dr. Steven 
Deeks from San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital reported that numbers 
of cases are high. Klein stated, “We 
may see more lymphoma as peo¬ 
ple live longer.” 

Deeks said, “Specific oppor¬ 
tunistic infections (OIs) such 
MAC and CMV are rare. Howev¬ 
er, AIDS-related deaths and non¬ 
specific AIDS-related events such 
as wasting are commonly seen. No 
particular opportunistic infection 


is common.” Klein stated, “Even in 
people who fail treatment I don’t 
see many new OIs.” 

Overall, serious opportunistic 
infections seem to be down across 
the board. It is curious to see since 
AIDS used to be defined by the 
onset and later demise of people 
with PCP pneumonia, MAC and 
CMV. It is clear that the anti-HIV 
drugs and prophylaxis therapy 
have had a positive effect on OIs. 

The changed federal guidelines 
reflect the conundrum in care of 
HIV today. When and whether 
you use the drugs is no longer a 
haphazard decision. The desire is 
strong for people to stop therapy 
if it is too toxic and if you are 
burned out, but understanding 
that if you do stop you may devel¬ 
op a serious infection and your 
HIV will progress. Cafaro de¬ 
spaired, “Going into a hospital 
now usually means you have a 
good chance of not coming out.” 

Over time HIV disease treat¬ 
ment and care will continue to 
confuse and confound everyone 
as different conditions and trends 
occur. But hopefully by listening 
to the trends, and interpreting the 
controlled studies, government 
and the pharmaceutical industry 
will wake up from their apparent 
apathy in finding better, more ef¬ 
fective, less toxic treatments. 

Klein stated optimistically, “I 
still have great hope for those in 
the chronic disease state. In spite 
of all the negative stuff, people 
should not despair. I am very 
hopeful that we will continue to 
see people doing well.” T

“I think that most [experi¬ 
enced AIDS physicians] know that 
when you are taking care of a pa¬ 
tient, what the patient wants is 
very much a driver of what kind 
of therapy you are going to pre¬ 
scribe,” he said.

Taking a break: 

How to stop therapy 

by Bob Roehr 


P hysicians realize that there are times when it makes sense to 
stop therapy, when toxicides are so extreme that the regimen 
is no longer tolerable, or when the drugs are no longer work¬ 
ing. Doctors, however, are very much divided over stopping for less¬ 
er reasons. 

One thing they do agree on is that if a patient is going to stop, 
it should be a clean break, so as to minimize the opportunity for 
drug resistant virus to develop on a less than optimal regimen. 

Dr. Douglas Ward, a Washington, D.C. physician with more than 
300 active HIV padents under his care, has very clear procedures for 
those who do decide to stop therapy. First to go are non-nucleoside 
analogs (Sustiva/efavirenz, nevirapine, delavirdine), about two days 
before the other drugs, so that their long half-life in the blood does 
not unnecessarily promote the emergence of drug-resistant virus. 

He runs a genotype test on the patient to use as a benchmark 
when restarting therapy. If the padent has a viral load above 1,000, 
he will draw blood for testing soon after stopping. If the patient’s 
viral load is undetectable, he will wait about two weeks after stop¬ 
ping therapy. That allows the virus to replicate to great enough 
quantities to show up well on the assay, but it is not so long that 
mutant virus recedes into the background as wild type re-emerges. 

In- addition, “What I generally do is viral load at one month, 
viral load and T-cells at two months, and then every two months 
until we follow the pattern of what is happening ” said Ward. He 
will repeat the genotype test at four to six months to see if the virus 
of highly experienced padents has reverted to wild type. 

He has one highly experienced patient who had boosted his T- 
cells to about 800 on an IL-2 protocol, but was on a double pro¬ 
tease regimen and still had a viral load of 20,000, plus bad lipody¬ 
strophy. The patient stopped therapy for about six months, then 
restarted, said Ward. “He had reverted to wild type [during the time 
off therapy] and for the first time ever he is undetectable.” T

Former Gay Games athlete 
Allen Sabourin dies in gym

A 53-year-old man collapsed 
and died while working out 
at Gold’s Gym in the Castro 
last Tuesday, January 30. 

Paramedics performed CPR on 
Allen Sabourin on the way to Cal¬ 
ifornia Pacific Medical Center 
Davies Campus but were unable 
to revive him. Gold’s manager 
Gwynn Villegas, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Sabourin was work¬ 
ing out on an aerobics machine 
when he collapsed just before 11 
a.m. Sabourin had a history of 
heart disease and died of a heart 
attack, according to Jessie Furrow, 


an investigator with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Medical Examiner’s office. 

Sabourin had been a member 
of the Tsunami swim team where 
he won a gold medal in the 1994 
Gay Games. According to his pub¬ 
lished obituary, he’s survived by 
his partner, Dennis Werkmeister, 
and a number of other close 
friends and relatives. 

Tsunami swim team member, 
John Cook, told the B.A.R. that 
others on the team were shocked 
by Sabourin’s death because sev¬ 
eral had seen him working out at 
the gym recently and he appeared 
to be in good health. Cook said 
Sabourin didn’t swim much at all 
with the team last year but was a 


regular in 1999. 

Sabourin was cremated and a 
memorial service was held for him 
last Saturday, February 3 at the 
Halsted N. Gray-Carew & English 
funeral home on Sutter Street. 

He was an active supporter of 
the Human Rights Campaign and 
of diabetes research.

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Writer, teacher, activist 
B. Michael Hunter dies

hances are, if you’ve ever 
gf read some good literature or 
Hif nonfiction about African 
American gays or the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, Bertram Michael Hunter 
had a hand in putting it together. 
Sadly, the New York writer, 
teacher, and community organiz¬ 
er who took the pen name B. 
Michael Hunter passed away on 
Tuesday, January 23, from compli¬ 
cations related to HIV medica¬ 
tions. He was 42 years old. 

Born and raised in East 
Harlem, Mr. Hunter became well 
known throughout queer and lit¬ 
erary circles. He helped to create 
Brooklyn’s Audre Lorde Project, 
an LGBTQ community center for 
people of color; and organized 
Gay Men of African Descent, a so¬ 
cial service and advocacy organi¬ 
zation. He was a donor and 
fundraiser for several efforts, in¬ 
cluding Brothers for Sisters, a pro¬ 
gram that engaged gay men in 
supporting lesbian causes. 

As a writer, his work was an¬ 
thologized in Queer City: The 
Portable Lower East Side (1991); 
The Road Before Us: 100 Black Gay 
Poets (1991); Boyhood, Growing 
Up Male: A Multicultural Anthol¬ 
ogy (1993); One Teacher in Ten: 
Gay and Lesbian Educators Tell 
Their Stories; and Queerly Classed 
(1997). He also edited the award¬ 
winning 1993 anthology Sojourn¬ 
er: Black Gay Voices in the Age of 
AIDS. 

As a public school teacher, Mr. 
Hunter taught social studies and 
writing in New York City, creating 
the first course on “Our Youth and 
the Virus.” Last year, he was elect-

ed to the United Federation of 
Teachers’ Delegate Assembly. 

In One Teacher in Ten, Mr. 
Hunter spoke of his own struggle 
in trying to come to terms with 
AIDS. “I’m often unable to find 
language to express my own feel¬ 
ings of loss,” he wrote.

that they provide an m.c. and a 
bag of toys for each audience 
member. For $22.50,1 want Julie 
Andrews to greet me at the 
door!” Yes, and topless! 

We think this concerned citi¬ 
zen has a valid point, since not 
everyone can afford to drop al¬ 
most $50 on a pair of tix for a 
night at ye olde Castro. Consid¬ 
ering that the movie palace’s 
acoustics are notoriously bad, it’s 
probably a good thing that the 
audience itself will be supplying 
most of the sound. 

But another issue about the 
show has Out There’s own 
panties in a tangle. In our cover¬ 
age of the event, the BAR will du¬ 
tifully use the spelling which the 
show itself provides — The Sing- 
A-Long Sound of Music — even 
though we know they mean sing- 
along. Or perhaps, since the event 
is said to last 3 hours and 45 min¬ 
utes, the title constitutes a warn¬ 
ing and advisory. 

Writers behaving badly 

Books are Out There’s bread 
and butter, and books about 
books are even better. That’s why 
we lapped up the new release Gay 
Fiction Speaks: Conversa¬ 
tions with Gay Novelists 
by Richard Canning 
(Columbia). Can¬ 
ning interviews such 
compelling writers 
as Dennis Cooper, 
Alan Hollinghurst 
and Allan Gurganus, 
and he’s read their 
books, too, which 
makes their con¬ 
versations in¬ 
formed and liter¬ 
ary. Our favorite section is devot¬ 
ed to Brooklyn-based author 
James Purdy, author of 63: 
Dream Palace and Malcolm, and 
a character from the word go. 

Purdy on religion: “The life of 
Christ was very interesting. One 
wonders what was going on. I’m 
sure it wasn’t any ordinary gay 
thing. But it certainly has that 
feeling.” 

_ Purdy on hetero author 
William Faulkner: “There’s 
something so constipated about 
him — like he had a thistle up his 
ass. But he wrote some pretty in¬ 
teresting books. As I Lay Dying is 
quite a feat. But a lot of it’s like if 
you ordered spaghetti and they 
brought you wood shavings and 
you had to chew and chew.” 

Canning finds his literary 
lions in candid mood. Edmund 
White, usually so diplomatic, 
says of a scathing review he re¬ 
ceived at the hands of author/ac¬ 
tivist Larry Kramer: “With 
Larry, I think he’s a pathetically 
bad writer, so I just found it ludi¬ 
crous that he’d even be given a 
forum to deliver himself of an 
opinion about my writing.” 

This petulance is nothing 
compared to that of the imperi¬ 
ous playwright Edward Albee, 
whose perpetual arrogance and 
dismissal of others’ opinions are 
legendary. When London theatre

Of course, it helps that the tal¬ 
ented Megan Austin Oberle looks 
like a very mature 14-year-old, so 
it isn’t so jarring when she flirts 
her way into a boyish man’s arms. 
Carpenter tacitly endorses the 
tryst, and also the wisdom of 
Lydia’s lying to her suspicious par¬ 
ents. It’s a low-stakes view of what 
is usually a breast-beating subject. 

But the rest of Fall is both or¬ 
dinary and familiar, something 
like a mild Dirty Dancing in which 
Lydia is dragged to a swing-dance 
camp by her oblivious parents. 
Such calamities as the father tak¬ 
ing work-related calls while danc¬ 
ing befall this seemingly happy 
couple. Oh, and mother and 
daughter have communication 
problems. 

Fall, which features only flash-

W W who fall in love, she knew 
she was taking a risk. And when 
the two women of Stop Kiss suffer 
a violent attack because of their 
affection, she knew that the mes¬ 
sage could be misinterpreted. 

“Suspicion is cast on me be¬ 
cause I am not living my life as a 
gay person,” Son said from New 
York. “But I am in an interracial 
relationship. If this play were 
about a Korean American woman 
and a white man, I do not think 
anyone in the Korean American 
community would say the mes¬ 
sage is that Korean American 
women should not date white 
men.” 

But she never considered 
telling that story. “I don’t think it’s 
as electric,” Son said. 

“To me, that story has 
been told, two people 
overcoming their racial 
prejudice to accept each 
other. It’s a newer story 
that two women should 
have to overcome their 
own sense of sexual 
selves in order to let 
the attraction 
thrive.” 

The play, having 
its San Francisco debut this week 
at Brava Center for the Arts, was a 
hit for the New York Public The¬ 
atre in 1999 and won the GLAAD 
Media Award for outstanding 
New York production. But even 
without prompting, Son brought 
up the fact there is “a minority in¬ 
terpretation of the play that is very 
different from the one I intended.” 

The play is not just about the 
tentative courtship between two 
friends who had not previously 
thought of themselves as lesbians. 
Nor is it merely a hate-crime 
melodrama. When one of the 
women is left an invalid after the 
attack, the other woman makes 
the commitment to care for her. 
“It was never my purpose to ex¬ 
plore what they did to cause the 
attack,” she said, “but to look at 
how they live with their situation 
now.” 

It is a situation with particular 
resonance for Son. “When I was 
18, my mother had a stroke that 
left her paralyzed and speechless 
for the rest of her life,” Son said. “I 
was a-very irresponsible kid, but I 
was the one who stepped up and 
learned how to take care of her. 
The scene in Stop Kiss where Cal- 
lie dresses Sara, that is the condi¬ 
tion my mother is in, and what 
Callie does for Sara is what I have 
done for my mother thousands of 
times. So it’s another reason why 
the misinterpretation is so terribly 
wrong.” 

Son grew up in Delaware as the 
all-American daughter of Korean- 
born parents. She fell in love with 
theater during a high-school field 
trip to Hamlet at the New York 
Public Theatre, and chose NYU 
for college so she would be close 
to the site of her epiphany. 

“I didn’t know anything about 
the theater at all,” she said. “I did¬ 
n’t know you couldn’t go to the 
bathroom except at intermission. I 
mean, fundamental ignorance 
about the theater.” 

Her first high-profile produc¬ 
tion came with her play Boy, a 
slapstick morality tale about sex¬ 
ual identity and gender discrimi¬ 
nation. And she has two new plays 
in the pipeline. But she has paid 


the bills by writing for television. 

Son was a staff writer during 
the first season of The West Wing, 
one of those occasional 
series that can be called 
quality television. That, 
quality was not enough 
for Son. 

“It was not reward¬ 
ing,” she said. “If you’re 
not being respected as a 
writer, if your ideas are 
being used and 
you’re not getting 
credit, it doesn’t 
matter how good 
the show is. You can work on a 
shitty show and have a really great 
time.”

Gasp-along ‘Snakebit’

^jjp he First words out of 
Michael’s mouth are, “I can’t 

v move.” Since cardboard 
boxes stamped with U-Haul logos 
surround him, it’s safe to assume 
that he’s protesting a pending re¬ 
location. But as Snakebit unfolds, 
it becomes clear that Michael is in 
a state of self-paralysis that can 
only be broken by emotional up¬ 
heaval. 

David Marshall Grant’s off- 
Broadway hit, now at the New 
Conservatory Theatre Center, 
provides that upheaval in a fierce¬ 
ly acted production. The play may 
fall into melodramatic catharsis 
— one of the characters even 
likens their situation to a Jerry 
Springer broadcast — but the in¬ 
telligence that infuses both the 
humor and the passion overcomes 
that epithet. 

The setting is designer Rob 
Vogt’s sitcom-sunny LA apart¬ 
ment, a place where the Three’s 
Company trio might feel at home. 
But the stakes are higher for the 
three characters of Snakebit, who 
find their relationships tested to 
the breaking point. 

Michael is moving because, 
after being dumped by his closet¬ 
ed lover, he can no longer make 
the rent. Into this unsettled situa¬ 
tion come two of Michael’s oldest 
friends, Jenifer and Jonathan, who 
are married but not too happy 
about it. 

They are staying at Michael’s 
apartment while the aggressively 
self-centered Jonathan auditions 
for an action movie that might fi¬ 
nally make him a star. The emo¬ 
tionally shaky Jenifer has her own 
agenda for the visit. Unbeknownst 
to her husband, she and Michael 


had an affair shortly before she 
married Jonathan, and she won¬ 
ders if somehow AIDS could be 
the clause of her daughter’s chron¬ 
ic illnesses. 

Director Arturo Catricala’s 
production is smartly staged and 
emotionally charged in a way that 
found the opening-night audience 
audibly gasping as long-held se¬ 
crets were revealed. The four ac¬ 
tors, three of whom acted togeth¬ 
er at New Conservatory in Corpus 
Christi, stay admirably connected 
with their characters and with 
their complicated relationships. 

Richard Gallagher exquisitely 
captures the passive-aggressive 
Michael, a former dancer who has 
been suspended from his job as a 
social worker for growing too at¬ 
tached to a client. As Jonathan, 
Tarek Caan makes the most of the 
showiest role, creating an appeal¬ 
ing asshole with a scary temper 
and a redeeming ability to see his 


faults. Desiree Rogers finds a ner¬ 
vous nobility in Jenifer, and Kevin 
McMahon sweetly plays an im¬ 
portant stranger who shows up at 
Michael’s door. 

Until Snakebit, David Marshall 
Grant was best known as an actor 
who helped bring Angels in Amer¬ 
ica to Broadway. His first-pro¬ 
duced play is nothing like Tony 
Kushner’s phantasmagoria, favor¬ 
ing conservative construction and 
a dramatic style that won’t be 
alien to soap-opera fans. But 
Grant’s characters ring true, and 
their intelligence makes them 
worth our while, a fact that New 
Conservatory’s high-octane pro¬ 
duction bears out. ▼

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'Howie the Rookie' at the Magic Theatre

t takes 10 minutes or so before 
$ you can decipher what’s going 
1 on in Howie the Rookie, but 
once you latch onto the argot, a 
rare theatrical magic begins to en¬ 
velop you. Made of just a pair of 
45-minute monologues on a bare 
stage, Mark O’Rowe’s London im¬ 
port at the Magic Theatre finds a 
cinematic grandiosity in its spare 
depiction of two dead-end char¬ 
acters in contemporary Dublin. 

O’Rowe, a playwright largely 
unknown before Howie the Rookie, 
creates a language for his charac¬ 
ters that finds a rhythmic poetry by 
stripping away unnecessary words. 
There isn’t a syllable wasted, even 
as O’Rowe invents sounds, words, 
and syntax that are unknown in 
everyday speech and yet begin to 
make perfect sense here. 

The two monologues build on 
each other, the first setting up the 
situations that the second contin¬ 
ues in an explosively unexpected 
fashion. 

In the first act, a minor aimless 
thug named Howie decides that a 
preening ladies’ man known as the 
Rookie needs a thrashing for in¬ 
fecting a friend with scabies. From 
this seemingly inconsequential 
quest, actor Aidan Kelly creates a 
vivid portrait of his world, com¬ 
plete with a parade of acquain¬ 
tances with nicknames like the 
Avalanche, Ginger Boy, Peaches, 


and Pudding Boy. The comedy of 
the lowlife antics takes a sudden 
turn — perhaps too sudden — in 
the closing moments of the first 
act. 

The second act begins after the 
beating has been delivered, and 
the bruised but still cocky Rookie 
is going about his business of 
stumbling into trouble. When he 
runs afoul of the sinister Ladyboy, 
it is Howie who surprisingly 
comes to his rescue, atoning for 
the lapse that led to the tragedy of 
the first-act finale. Amazingly, as 
the Rookie, Karl Shiels manages to 
build on Kelly’s stunning first-act 
performance, creating a scenario 
that is both mesmerizing and hor¬ 


rific as he recounts the ferocious 
battle between Howie and Lady- 
boy. 

The Magic Theatre scored a 
coup by signing London’s Bush 
Theatre production early on, long 
before a recent sold-out New York 
run fueled by a rave in The New 
York Times. San Francisco is the 
only other US city seeing the orig¬ 
inal cast and production, and it’s 
an opportunity that would be 
foolish to squander. T

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Rapturous whimsy 

Paradjanov program at Yerba Buena Center

urrealism“incitement to 
suicide,” and my favorite, 
“traffic in art objectsleading 
to homosexuality,” all sound like 
respectable weapons in the mod¬ 
ern-art arsenal. In the case of leg¬ 
endary director Sergei Paradjanov 
(born 1924), they were grounds 
for 15 years of forced inactivity 
and nearly five years of imprison¬ 
ment in one of the Soviet Union’s 
many pre-glasnost hard-labor 
camps. What was it about this 
jovial, bearlike man that invoked 
the unending wrath of Russian 
censors? It could have been his 
abandonment of wife and chil¬ 
dren to live the unashamed gay 
life he’d apparently always craved. 

And then there are the films, a 
dozen features working such 
“troubling” territory as celebra¬ 
tions of Armenian (i.e., non-Russ¬ 
ian) culture, a Dionysian (some 
would say delirious) approach to 
his material, his strict adherence 
to a no-linear-plot policy, and a 
general air of rapturous and 
whimsical indulgence in color and 
sound — hardly the stuff to fur¬ 
ther the revolution. Official reac¬ 
tions to the slew of hunky men — 
in one case, a sexy young man 
transformed by Svengali Parad-. 
janov from literal rough trade to 
stylized superstar — parading 
through the films in various states 
of undress have not come to light. 

Paradjanov is being feted by 
the SF Cinematheque February 8 
& 15 at Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts, programs almost coinci¬ 
dent with the release of three of 
his most significant features on 
DVD in April. Sympathetic re¬ 
sponse to this visionary’s work has 
always required an open mind and 
the ability to be transported by the 
filmmaker’s captivating imagery 
and grand-design soundtracks, 
which evoke both the richness of 
Georgian-Armenian folk music 
and the high-art sounds of the 
great Russian composers. For 
those who can sit still for 90 min¬ 
utes of feverish folktale-based 
tableaux, it might help to know 
that Tarkovsky said Paradjanov 
was the only modern Russian di¬ 
rector he respected. 

Nova express 

The Color of Pomegranates 
(1972) is considered the director’s 
masterpiece, but it’s also one of his 
most challenging works. Nomi¬ 
nally a biography of Armenian 


poet and troubadour Sayat Nova, 
the film opens with a series of 
striking tableaux vivant, most no¬ 
tably one in which the youthful 
Nova lies down in what looks like 
a concrete gully with seemingly 
endless books arranged around 
him, their pages fluttering fantas¬ 
tically in the breeze. Books are 
crucial to Paradjanov, not only be¬ 
cause they contain and hold much 
of the world’s artistic history, but 
because much of his imagery is in¬ 
spired by the ancient illuminated 
manuscripts that he always man¬ 
aged to obtain access to. (The 
church apparently liked him more 
than the government did.) Nova’s 
history is rendered as a kind of in- 
teriorized hildungsroman, tracing 
the boy’s progress from early 
bookworm to apprentice rugmak- 
er to devotee of the female body. 
“I am the man whose life and soul 
are tortured,” reads a subtitle re-

■Phis month, Haines Gallery 
V (49 Geary St.) is showing new 
1 sculpture of Bay Area artist 
Yoshitomo Saito in its smaller back 
room, and there are some surpris¬ 
es there. Having skipped right past 
the title of the show, I wondered 
what the point was of painting cor¬ 
rugated cardboard pieces to look 
like patinated bronze, and only 
after reading the checklist did I 
learrt that just the opposite was the 
reality of Saito’s sculptures. The 
hodgepodge of flat or bent chunks 
of cardboard screwed to the gallery 
wall are in fact bronze disguised as 
cardboard. I was reminded of 
Robert Rauschenberg’s famously 
meticulous dissembled cardboard 
boxes from the early 70s, semi- 
flattened against the wall and lith¬ 
ographed to resemble commercial¬ 
ly-made “originals.” It is a clever vi¬ 
sual game of truth-and-illusion. 
The title of Saito’s show, Imagiro in 
Bronze, is a word-play to rival the 
trompe-Toeil nature of the sculp¬ 
tures: “Imagiro” is a made-up word 
which spells “Origami” in reverse. 

Across town in Hayes Valley, 
Bucheon Gallery (540 Hayes St.) 
has installed a remarkable show of 


peated throughout the film, but 
Paradjanov’s colorful vision of a 
rich culture in which every dress 
is a tapestry and every man a 
handsome devil is far more up¬ 
beat than the phrase suggests. 

Paradjanov’s much-noted 
hubris is clear from the start of 
Pomegranates when he aligns him¬ 
self with the Christian God by in¬ 
voking the creation of the world. 
The second feature on view, The 
Legend of Suram Fortress (1984), is 
less grandiose though no less mes¬ 
merizing. Less episodic and more 
narrative-minded (sort of) than 
the other film, Suram Fortress is an 
almost picaresque tale of a plebe 
who gets his freedom and sets off 
to buy that of his wife, a fortune¬ 
teller. The film pivots on the con¬ 
cept that the Georgian way of life, 
symbolized by the fortress, can 
only be saved if a young man is 
willing to be walled up inside it. 


the works of local artist Jerad 
Walker which also involve a trick of 
subtle illusion in their construc¬ 
tion. The paintings are deceptively 
simple, almost cartoonish in their 
apparent two-dimensionality, and 
they do not reproduce well. (But 
check out the website anyway: 
www.bucheon.com.) After a first 
glance, the truth of their construc¬ 
tion slowly becomes apparent: the 
paintings are three-dimensional, 
and the translucent thick resin that 
is their main component reveals 
layers of complexity the longer the 
viewer looks “into” them. Walker 
describes his paintings as being 
“mostly about people, language, 
energy and religion.” Many of 
them feature one word (e.g. alco¬ 
holic, or brainwash) and a graphic 


This metaphor for a regional cul¬ 
ture threatened by an oppressive, 
dominant one probably was not 
lost on Paradjanov’s detractors, 
but happily, the film, with its gor- 


image open to many interpreta¬ 
tions. There are also alphabet walls 
in English and Spanish, but the 
word choices in Walker’s clever 
paintings are not necessarily from 
your father’s (or tu padre’s) Web¬ 
ster’s dictionary. Hurry; the show 
closes on February 15. 

Revenge of the nerds 

Also about to close (this Satur¬ 
day, February 10, so run!) is a 
wonderfully bizarre exhibition at 
the always interesting nonprofit 
gallery New Langton Arts (1246 
Folsom St.) Stranger Than You 
(and its counterpart Even More 
Stranger Than You at the Cartoon 
Art Museum on Mission St.) fea¬ 
tures the work of the blatantly

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An unlikely star 

All about Bette Davis 


by Tavo Amador 


N o star of classic Hollywood 
equaled Bette Davis for 
controversy. The self-pro- 
claimed anti-glamour queen, ad¬ 
mittedly not conventionally at¬ 
tractive, ignited heated opinions 
about her acting. At her best, 
Davis’ brazen intensity mesmer¬ 
izes. Otherwise, she’s hilariously 
baroque. The last decades of her 
career featured self-parody, mak¬ 
ing her an idol to generations of 
gay men and nightclub comics. 
She rarely bored and, as in All 
About Eve (1950), playing the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre February 9-15, she 
could dominate the screen. 

Born (1908) Ruth Elizabeth 
Davis into genteel poverty in 
Massachusetts, her mother 
pushed her into acting. She 
worked in openly gay George 
Cukor’s Rochester, New York 
stock company for one season be¬ 



fore hitting Broadway in Broken 
Dishes and The Solid South. 
Samuel Goldwyn tested and re¬ 
jected her, but Universal made her 
Strictly Dishonorable (1930), al¬ 
though lamenting her lack of sex 
appeal, confirming her fears about 
Tinseltown’s obsession with pho¬ 
togenic beauties like Greta Garbo, 
Joan Crawford and Marlene Diet- 
rich. 

She had bits in Bad Sister, Seed, 
and Waterloo Bridge (1931), then 
bigger parts in Way Back Home 
and The Menace, but Universal 
dropped her. For Capital, she went 
to Hell's House, but George Arliss 
featured her in The Man Who 
Played God, leading to a Warners 
contact. She supported Barbara 
Stanwyck in So Big, realized The 
Rich Are Always with Us, rode The 
Dark Horse and visited Cabin in 
the Cotton, her first as a bitch 
(1932). 

In 1933, she struck Three on a 
Match, spent 20,000 Years in Sing

Sing with Spencer 
Tracy, met a Para¬ 
chute Jumper and 
The Working Man. 

Next year she was 
an Ex-Lady, visited 
the Bureau of Miss¬ 
ing Persons, mod¬ 
eled Fashions of 
1934 (with William 
Powell)', felt The 
Big Shakedown, 
supported James 
Cagney’s Jimmy 
the Gent, watched 
Fog over Frisco, be¬ 
fore gay director 
John Cromwell at 
RKO borrowed her 
for Somerset 
Maugham’s Of 
Human Bondage. 

As the vicious 
waitress torment¬ 
ing Leslie Howard, 

Davis scored. Crit¬ 
ics hailed her blistering bitch. An 
outcry arose when she failed to get 
an Oscar nomination, so for the 
only time in history, write-in votes 
were allowed, although official 
nominee Claudette Colbert won 
for It Happened One Night. 

Front page woman 

She refused The Case of the 
Howling Dog, but in 1935 played 
Housewife and committed murder 
in Bordertown. She was The Girl 
from Tenth Avenue, Front Page 
Woman, and A Special Agent, be¬ 
fore becoming Dangerous as an al¬ 
coholic actress, winning the Oscar, 
consolation for Bondage. 

In 1936, she met Howard in 
The Petrified Forest, notable for 
Humphrey Bogart’s gangster, then 
made Golden Arrow and Satan 
Met a Lady. She rejected worse 
scripts, and Warners suspended 
her. She sued in Britain, lost, but 
returned to better stories in 1937: 
as Bogart’s Marked Woman, Ed¬ 
ward G. Robinson’s moll in Kid 
Galahad, and as Henry Fonda’s 
That Certain Woman. She was 
funny telling Howard It's Love I’m 
After. 

Her glory period began as 
William Wyler’s Jezebel (1938), 
winning another Oscar, dazzling 
as a headstrong ante-bellum belle 
passionate about Fonda. In 1939, 
she was one of The Sisters with Er- 
roll Flynn and had an Oscar-nom¬ 
inated Dark Victory, as a doomed, 
spoiled socialite' redeemed by love. 
She played mad Empress Carlotta 
to Paul Muni’s Juarez and was The 
Old Maid, stolen by Miriam Hop¬ 
kins. She and Flynn were Elizabeth 
and Essex; she was excellent as 
England’s queen and hit the Top 
Ten box-office stars. 

In 1940, she and Charles Boyer 
enjoyed All This and Heaven Too, 
but she should have played the 
selfish duchess, not the noble gov¬ 
erness. She wrote Wyler’s The Let¬ 
ter, brilliant as a murdering adul¬ 
teress, earning another Oscar 
nomination. She told The Great 
Lie, and with Cagney did a come¬ 
dy, The Bride Came C.O.D., both 
1941. Goldwyn borrowed her for 
Wyler’s The Little Foxes (1942), 
capturing Regina’s rapaciousness, 
but neglecting her charm. Still, 
another Oscar nomination result¬ 
ed. She was self-effacing in The 
Man Who Came to Dinner, a com¬ 
edy stolen by Monty Wooley and 
Ann Sheridan, then cheated with 
sister Olivia de Havilland’s hus¬ 
band In This our Life. She was 
splendid in 1943’s Now, Voyager, 
going from duckling to swan and 
being romanced by Paul Henried. 


A ridiculous movie, but compul¬ 
sively watchable. She played her¬ 
self in Thank Your Lucky Stars, 
then joined the Watch on the 
Rhine. 

She slapped Hopkins in Old 
Acquaintance (1944) before mar¬ 
rying Claude Rains’ Mr. Skeffing- 
ton, a silly story about an aging 
beauty, which garnered another 
Oscar nod. She played herself in 
Hollywood Canteen, comforting 
American soldiers. 

Challenged 

Because male stars dominated 
at Warners, she had no serious 
challengers as First Lady until 
1943, when Crawford arrived after 
18 years at MGM. In 1945, Davis 
refused Mildred Pierce, which won 
Crawford an Oscar, and instead 
was noble in The Corn Is Green. 
She played twins living A Stolen 
Life, committed Deception (and 
murder) with Henreid and Rains 
(1946), before going to 1948’s 
Winter Meeting and becoming a 
June Bride. Only the last did well, 
while Crawford had several hits. 
When Davis heard she wanted Be¬ 
yond the Forest (1949), she insisted 
on playing Rosa Moline, “a 12 o’¬ 
clock girl in a 9 o’clock town,” a 
film that defines camp and con¬ 
tains one of Davis’ worst, most en¬ 
tertaining performances. (Edward 
Albee immortalized her “What a 
dump!” line in Who's Afraid of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf?) She demanded and 
obtained a release from her con¬ 
tract. 

RKO offered Payment on De¬ 
mand (1950), and she replaced an 
injured Colbert in Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz’ AH About Eve, resur¬ 
recting her career. Davis is sensa¬ 
tional, although it’s hard to believe 
Anne Baxter could threaten her. 
She won the New York Film Crit¬ 
ics Best Actress prize and scored 
her eighth Oscar nomination, los¬ 
ing to Judy Holliday in Born Yes¬ 
terday. 

She took Another Man’s Poison 
(1951), had a supporting role an¬ 
swering a Phone Call From a 
Stranger, then parodied Crawford 
in The Star (both 1952), garnering 
her ninth Oscar nod. (Purred 
Crawford, “It couldn’t possibly be 
me. Bette looked so old, and so 
dreadfully overweight.”) She then 
starred in a revue, Two’s Company. 
In 1955, she was The Virgin 
Queen, but her superb Elizabeth 
was secondary to Joan Collins’ 
part. She issued a Storm Warning 
and played Debbie Reynolds’ 
mother wanting A Catered Affair 
(1956). In 1959 she guested as 
Catherine the Great in John Paul 


Jones and saw her part as Alec 
Guinness’ mother in The Scape¬ 
goat shredded. 

On Broadway, she created 
Maxine in Tennessee Williams’ 
The Night of the Iguana, but was 
too old for the part. Back in Hol¬ 
lywood, she wept as Apple Annie 
in Pocketful of Miracles (1961), be¬ 
fore joining Crawford for What¬ 
ever Happened to Baby Jane? 
(1962). Their pairing was a smash, 
earning Davis her tenth and final 
Oscar nomination, which she lost 
to Anne Bancroft. She wrote an 
intelligent autobiography, The 
Lonely Life. 

Evil nanny 

Davis played twins in the 
well-plotted Dead Ringer and 
Susan Hayward’s mother in Where 
Love Has Gone, one of the worst 
(and campiest) films ever made. 
Also in 1964, she and Crawford 
announced a re-teaming in Hush, 
Hush, Sweet Charlotte, Davis 
agreeing to second billing. Craw¬ 
ford, overwhelmed by Davis’ ha¬ 
rassment, became ill, and de Hav- 
illand replaced her; Charlotte did 
not do as well as Jane. Davis was 
evil as The Nanny (1965), then 
played a monstrous, eye-patch- 
wearing mother in the ghastly The 
Anniversary (1967). In 1970, she 
and Michael Redgrave shared 
Connecting Rooms. 

She was Bunny O’Hare, a mo¬ 
torbike-riding hippie (1971), had 
Burnt Offerings (1976), was terrif¬ 
ic bitching Maggie Smith in Death 
on the Nile, and made Return from 
Witch Mountain (both 1978). She 
appeared in Watcher in the Woods 
(1980), and had her last starring 
role watching The Whales of Au¬ 
gust with Lillian Gish and 
scene-stealing Ann Sothern, be¬ 
fore becoming The Wicked Step¬ 
mother (both 1987), an unworthy 
farewell. 

Davis worked regularly on tele¬ 
vision, and in 1977 was the Amer¬ 
ican Film Institute’s first woman 
lifetime achievement award recip¬ 
ient, accepting it after Katharine 
Hepburn and Ingrid Bergman de¬ 
clined. Widowed once, she di¬ 
vorced three husbands, the last her 
Eve co-star Gary Merrill. In 1985, 
her daughter published My Moth¬ 
er’s Keeper, painting her as an abu¬ 
sive alcoholic, charges Davis de¬ 
nied before dying of cancer in 
1989. 

She was unique and unforget¬ 
table. When the AFI announced 
its top 25 stars of the century, 
Davis finished second to Hepburn 
among women, a judgment she 
would have disputed. T

Elizabeth Taylor's storied career

O nce labeled “the most beau¬ 
tiful woman in the world,” 
she’s called herself “Moth¬ 
er Courage,” survived seven mar¬ 
riages, two major scandals, count¬ 
less surgeries and near-death ex¬ 
periences; earned record sums; 
overcame drug and alcohol ad¬ 
diction; fought obesity, tackled 
AIDS and homophobia; won two 
Best Actress Oscars, amassed a 
legendary jewelry collection, 
launched a successful line of fra¬ 
grances; and, after a 7-year pro¬ 
fessional hiatus, Dame Elizabeth 
Taylor is starring with Debbie 
Reynolds, Shirley MacLaine and 
Joan Collins in These Old Broads, 
airing on Monday, February 12,9 
p.m. on ABC. 

Born Elizabeth Rosemund 
Taylor (1932) in London to 
American parents, she moved to 
Southern California shortly be¬ 
fore World War II. Her father, a 
successful art dealer, and her 
mother, who had a brief stage ca¬ 
reer, pushed the beautiful child 
into acting. (Taylor’s older broth¬ 
er resisted by shaving his head be¬ 
fore a scheduled screen test,) She 
debuted for Universal in There’s 
One Born Every Minute (1942), 
but they dropped her. For MGM 
she made Lassie Come Home 
(1943), becoming lifelong friends 
with star Roddy McDowell, her 
first intense relationship with a 
homosexual. She appeared in The 
White Cliffs of Dover and Jane 
Eyre (both 1944) before reaching 
stardom in the smash National 
Velvet (1945), flawless as the Eng¬ 
lish girl longing to race her horse. 

She played beautiful teenagers 
in Courage of Lassie (1946), Life 
with Father and Cynthia (1947), A 
Date with Judy and Julia Misbe¬ 
haves (1948), was Amy in Little 
Women, before her first adult role, 
Robert Taylor’s wife in The Con¬ 
spirator (1949). In 1950, she faced 
The Big Hangover before charm¬ 
ing audiences as Spencer Tracy’s 
daughter in Vincent Minnelli’s hit 
comedy Father of the Bride, and 
its sequel, Father’s Little Dividend 
(1951). That same year she earned 
raves as the rich girl in love with 
Montgomery Clift in George 
Stevens’ A Place in the Sun. She 
and the homosexual Clift became 
intimates. 

Beau stuck 

Taylor was a ravishing Rebec¬ 
ca in the lively Ivanhoe, losing 
Robert Taylor to Joan Fontaine; 
and believed Love Is Better than 
Ever( 1952). In 1954, she was The 
Girl Who Had Everything, enjoyed 
a lush Rhapsody, replaced Vivien 
Leigh in Elephant Walk, was good 
for Richard Brooks in The Last 
Time I Saw Paris, then was stuck 
in Beau Brummell. Stevens bor¬ 
rowed her for Giant (1956), a fine 
performance. During filming, she 
became good friends with her 
co-stars, the gay Rock Hudson 
and the bisexual James Dean, who 
died in a car crash shortly before 
finishing the movie. 

She earned an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion for Raintree County (1957) as 
the Southern belle who steals Clift 
from Eva-Marie Saint and goes 
mad, fearing she has black blood. 
Like Giant, it was a smash. In 
1958, she entered the Top 10 box 
office, where she stayed for a 
decade, with another hit, Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’ Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof directed by Brooks, scoring a 
second Oscar nomination. The 


gay playwright and most critics 
praised her performance. She was 
sensational for Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz in Williams’ Sudden¬ 
ly Last Summer (1959), garnering 
a third Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion, battling the equally superb 
Katharine Hepburn. This, too, did 
big business. 

She owed MGM a final film; 
they insisted on Butterfield 8 
(1960), which she hated. But she 
was excellent as “the slut of all 
time,” finally winning the Oscar; it 
made a mint. Twentieth Century 
Fox offered $1 million plus a per¬ 
centage of the gross for her Cleopa¬ 
tra (1963). Her near-fatal illness 
delayed shooting, causing the orig¬ 
inal co-stars, Peter Finch and 
Stephen Boyd, to be replaced by 
Rex Harrison and Richard Burton. 

Her marriages to hotel heir 
Nicky Hilton and British actor 
Michael Wilding (two sons) re¬ 
sulted in divorces. Her third, to 
producer Mike Todd (a daugh¬ 
ter), ended tragically: he was 
killed when their private plane, 
The Lucky Liz, crashed. Her affair 
with singer Eddie Fisher, who di¬ 
vorced Reynolds to marry her, re¬ 
sulted in tremendous notoriety, 
but nothing like what ensued 
when she left him for the married 
Burton while filming Cleopatra. 
He, too, divorced his wife to wed 
her. She was competent in the lav¬ 
ish movie, which eventually re¬ 
couped its huge costs. 

She and Burton were The VIPs 
(1963), a popular twist on Grand 
Hotel set in an airport. They 
starred in Minnelli’s dreadful The 
Sandpiper (1965) — he’s a minis¬ 
ter who leaves his wife for Taylor’s 
free-spirit artist. But 1966’s Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, directed 
by Mike Nichols from Edward 
Albee’s play, drew raves, bringing 
a second Oscar and a New York 
Film Critics Best Actress prize. 
The story of an unhappy couple 
held together by anger and alco¬ 
hol shocked audiences, but made 
a fortune. The Burtons then 
starred in Franco Zefferelli’s rav¬ 
ishing The Taming of the Shrew 
(1967), another hit. 

Golden eye 

She excelled in John Huston’s 
exquisite Reflections in a Golden 
Eye (1967), billed over Marlon 
Brando, but the film about latent 
homosexuality and murder had 
disappointing grosses. The next 
batch flopped: Dr. Faustus and 
The Comedians (1967), Boom! 
(1968), all with Burton; Secret 
Ceremony (1968) with Mia Far¬ 
row and Robert Mitchum; The 
Only Game in Town (1970) with 
Warren Beatty; excellent in X, Y, 
and Zee, bedding husband 
Michael Caine’s mistress; as a 
waitress (!) with Burton in Ham¬ 
mersmith Is Out (both 1972); with 
him in television’s Divorce His, 
Divorce Hers; Night Watch, a 
thriller, Ash Wednesday, as a 
woman undergoing plastic 
surgery to win back husband 
Henry Fonda, a guilty pleasure 
(all 1973); the incomprehensible 
The Driver’s Seat, reminiscing 
about MGM in the successful 
That’s Entertainment!, (both 
1974); a cameo in Victory at En¬ 
tebbe, multiple roles in George 
Cukor’s Russian-American disas¬ 
ter, The Blue Bird (both 1976); 
charming in A Little Night Music 
(1977). 

Divorced from Burton, she ap¬ 
peared on television in Return En¬ 
gagement (1978), filmed Winter 
Kills (1979), replaced Natalie 


Wood in Agatha Christie’s The 
Mirror Crack’d (1980), and did 
more television: Between Friends 
with Carol Burnett (1983), splen¬ 
did as Louella Parsons in Malice 
In Wonderland, as a Madam in 
North and South (both 1985), 
There Must Be a Pony (1986), 
lovely as Poker Alice (1987), and 
disappointing in Nicholas Roeg’s 
misguided version of Williams’ 
Sweet Bird of Youth (1989). In 
1988, she made Zefferrelli’s unre¬ 
leased Young Toscanini. She had 
an amusing cameo in the popular 
The Flintstones (1994), her last 
film to date. 

In 1981, she starred on Broad¬ 
way in The Little Foxes, earning a 
Tony nomination. She and Bur¬ 
ton appeared in New York in Pri¬ 
vate Lives, to bad notices and big 
grosses. She married and divorced 
US Senator John Warner, then 
wed and divorced construction 
worker Larry Fortensky, whom 
she met at the Betty Ford Clinic. 

Outraged over the silence sur¬ 
rounding AIDS, which killed 
Hudson, in 1985 she founded the 
American Foundation for AIDS 
Research, and, later, the Elizabeth 
Taylor AIDS Foundation, raising 
millions to fight the disease. In 
1993, she received the Jean Her- 
sholt Academy Award for her hu¬ 
manitarian work and the Ameri¬ 
can Film Institute’s Lifetime 
Achievement Award. 

She is the last star of old Hol¬ 
lywood. Let’s hope Broads signals 
a sustained return to acting. ▼

Early in SF Ballet season

H t is usually futile to speculate 

on career choices, but I’d love 
I to know what is going on with 
San Francisco Ballet’s Yuri Pos- 
sokhov. Long one of the compa¬ 
ny’s tallest, handsomest dancers, 
Possokhov is also intelligent, 
thoughtful and musical. 

As he grows older, it is obvious 
that the callow heroes of Swan 
Lake and Giselle no longer appeal 
to him, if they ever did. He excels 
in modern ballet — his work in 
last season’s Symphony in Three 
Movements might have been his 
best ever — and he’s an entertain¬ 
ing choreographer; Magrittoma- 
nia, last season’s hit, repeats in 
April. 

Yet Possokhov has also started 
“doing a Baryshnikov” — that is, 
indulging himself in pretentious 
solos, often with props or actual 
musicians on stage. I suspect that 
when Misha does these things — 
and I almost never like them — 
people are happy because it is 
Baryshnikov they are seeing, not 
the choreography. 

Possokhov, multi-talented as 
he is, is no Baryshnikov, yet so far 
this early season, he has danced 
two such solos. On last month’s 
gala, the work was Revelation, set 
by Motoko Hirayama to music of 
John Williams from the film 
Schindler's List. Never mind the 
inherent tastelessness of this pro¬ 
ject, the movement itself remind¬ 
ed me of a university dance class I 
took in the late ’50s titled “Chore- 
obiography.” 

The boys, all of them gay of 
course, were prone to creating 
dances of agonized torso contrac¬ 
tions and self-pitying 
head-clutching. It was great thera¬ 
py, especially in those miserable 
dark days of “the love that dares 
not speak its name,” but today it is 
an artistic dead end. 

At least Jerome Robbins’ A 
Suite of Dances, made for Misha in 
1994 and seen on Program II, em¬ 
ploys real music, though I don’t 
enjoy hearing excerpts from 
Bach’s Solo Cello Suites played out 
of order. 

Poor Possokhov, right in the 
middle of the final movement last 
Friday, the fire alarm went off in 
the War Memorial. As half the 
crowd filed obediently out, the 
other half remained, cheering hys¬ 
terically. Sorry, but if I am going 
to die in a theater fire, I’d like it to 
be to less tedious choreography. 


By the slice 

Another oddball number — 
Hans van Manen’s Black Cake — 
opened the gala and reappeared 
on Program I, surrounded by 
Christopher Wheeldon’s Sea Pic¬ 
tures and Helgi Tomasson’s Prism. 
I haven’t seen the latter yet be¬ 
cause there is no way I’d ever sit 
through Sea Pictures again (it 
trashes one of my all-time favorite 
song cycles), and one slice of Black 
Cake gave me musical indigestion. 

To be fair to van Manen, this 
1989 ballet is a piece d’occasion, 
made for the 30th anniversary of 
Nederlands Dans Theatre. Cool. 
As a celebration it has a certain 
temporal, humorous, erotic 
charm. It is not, however, choreo- 
graphically inspired, and the mu¬ 
sical jokes are too heavy-handed 
for my taste. (At least I hope they 
are jokes.) 

Van Manen conjures a sophis¬ 
ticated group of partygoers, the 
girls dressed in Keso Dekker’s 
drop-dead chic black frocks and 
high heels, the boys in filmy, 
see-thru trousers. Every butt wag¬ 
gle was an event more thrilling 
than the actual choreography. 

A rigid ensemble dances to the 
manic march from Tchaikovsky’s 
“Pathetique” Symphony, demon¬ 
strating how uptight this society 
is. The big joke is that the audi¬ 
ence always applauds after this 
music in the concert hall, ruining 
the introduction to the finer ada¬ 
gio. Here the applause is welcome, 
even mandatory. 

Then van Manen breaks the 
group into couples for some rela¬ 
tionship therapy. Lorena Feijoo 
and Roman Rykine, main 
squeezes off-stage as well, dance 
passionately to Janacek’s “Adagio,” 
pushing and shoving each other a 
little more than is seemly. 

Possokhov and delicious Julia 
Adam are the antic lovers of 
Stravinsky’s “Scherzo a la russe.” 
She makes him cavort on all.fours 
like a dog; he bounces her like a 
basketball. The final couple, Lypa 
Lacarra and Stephen Legate, suf¬ 
fer operatically to the “Intermez-' 
zo” from Mascagni’s L’Amico Fritz. 

The finale, in which the entire 
company staggers around drunk, 
is set to the “Meditation” from 
Massenet’s Thais, handsomely 
played by concertmaster Roy 
Malan. As a friend put it, “Gee, all 
of my least favorite pieces of 
shlock music together at last.” 

Music was also a problem with 
Val Caniparoli’s Death of a Moth, 
given its world premiere last Fri¬ 



day on Program II. It may just be 
my taste clashing with his, but I 
frequently part company with Ca¬ 
niparoli’s musical choices, in this 
case Carlos Surinach’s frenetic 
Concerto for String Orchestra. If 
you are not familiar with the 
mid-century Spanish composer, 
think Bartok or Stravinsky with¬ 
out the tunes and genius. 

The ballet orchestra under 
Emil de Cou played this noisy, 
hectic, exhausting piece spectacu¬ 
larly, and you could see how it 
gave rise to images of moths help¬ 
lessly fluttering themselves to 
death on window panes and can¬ 
dle flames. Sandra Woodall’s iri¬ 
descent skirts were used by Cani- 
paroli in lifts to create volumi¬ 
nous, even ominous choreograph¬ 
ic shapes. 

But I didn’t understand the 
scenario — if there wasn’t one, 
what was all that stuff on the 
backdrops, strobe lights and 
falling bodies? And the movement 
in this 27-minute piece was stren¬ 
uous and repetitive without ever 
paying off emotionally. The hard¬ 
er the dancers worked, the less I 
cared. 

Yet SFB’s dancers do work 
hard, and some of them have been 
radiant so far. Tina LeBlanc’s 
blinding speed in Stars and Stripes 
and Vertiginous Thrill; Feijoo’s 
amazing adaptability (here is a 
Bolshoi bravura-style ballerina, 
fitting comfortably into the en¬ 
semble without losing an ounce of 
stage charisma); Damian Smith 
and Gonzalo Garcia imparting 
their customary urgent masculin¬ 
ity to everything they touch; and 
Guennadi Nedviguine, rightly 
promoted to principal dancer, 
snapping off pirouettes a la sec- 
onde, all helped make up for the 
absence of Joanna Berman and 
Yuan Yuan Tan, both out with in¬ 
juries. The season has just begun, 
and it looks like it can only get 
better. ▼

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Dimming at Davies 

Guest maestros bring the room down

T 


i he California energy crisis 
has finally hit Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall. After the exces¬ 
sive use of voltage during the hol¬ 
iday season and the high-tech pre¬ 
sentation of John Adams’ 
mixed-media El Nino in January, 
patrons were greeted last week 
with notices in the lobby explain¬ 
ing that the lights had been 
dimmed for conservation purpos¬ 
es. That still -couldn’t account for 
the noticeable lack of power 
on-stage in recent weeks. While 
several guest conductors tried 
bravely to generate some of the 
usual excitement, the lack of 
Michael Tilson Thomas and his 
own patented electricity was sore¬ 
ly felt. 

Despite the decrease of wattage 
on the podium, there were some 
truly memorable moments sup¬ 
plied by three guesting musical 
performers. Violinist Viktoria 
Mullova returned after too long 
an absence with a new look and 
demeanor; pianist Max Levinson 
made a praiseworthy San Francis¬ 
co Symphony debut; and beloved 
violinist Itkhak Perlman tried to 
wear two hats, as instrumentalist 
(admirably, as expected) and con¬ 
ductor (surprisingly mediocre). 

Conductor David Robertson 
made his SFS debut in 1997, and 
he is a welcome addition to the ro¬ 
tating roster, but his physical en¬ 
ergy still can’t elicit the same level 
of playing from the musicians that 
they give so readily to MTT. His 
Mozart Symphony No. 31 in D 
major, Paris, was his best effort in 
a program that had a vague un¬ 
derlying theme, tying all the works 
on the bill to the City of Light. His 
dapper presence was easily 
eclipsed by the striking and gifted 
Mullova. 

After a splashy start and lots of 
press in the early ’90s, Mullova has 
sort of slipped from view. She still 
records and has fans in Europe, 
but her career in the States has 
dimmed. With her formerly light 
hair a more natural ash, and a 


goofy costume — half evening 
pants and half evening gown — 
she certainly made a strong en¬ 
trance. 

I remember her taking the var¬ 
nish off the Sibelius Violin Con¬ 
certo 10 years ago, and was eager¬ 
ly anticipating what she would 
make of Stravinsky’s marvelous 
essay in the genre. Her technique 
remains impressive, and the tone 
is bright and pitch-perfect. Her 
timing missed some of the glitter¬ 
ing punchlines in Stravinsky’s 
witty score, but the lean clarity of 
her playing was wonderful in the 
central arias, and her rather non¬ 
chalant poutiness added visual ap¬ 
peal. Maybe a little Kennedy-like 
attitude (the Brit superstar) will 
jolt her back into the limelight 
where she belongs. 

Shy guy 

Twenty-eight-year-old pianist 
Max Levinson is the physical an¬ 
tithesis of Mullova. Small, dark 
and boyishly handsome, he dis¬ 
plays a charmingly shy stage pres¬ 
ence. He needn’t worry about 
being noticed, for he obviously 
has the necessary talent for an im¬ 
pressive solo career. The choice of 
Mendelssohn’s Piano Concerto 
No. 1 in G minor was a good one. 
The lively, compact and typically 
melodious concerto was reported¬ 
ly not one of the composer’s fa¬ 
vorites, but it is a real crowd- 
pleaser and never outstays its wel¬ 
come. 

The young pianist’s perfor¬ 
mance was perfectly in tune with 
the spirit and demands of the 
score. The passagework was clean 
and nimbly executed, and Levin¬ 
son managed to convey the mes¬ 
sage of the composer and, per¬ 
haps, himself. That is to say — 
we’re not bragging, but look what 
we can do. 

The conductor that night was 
Alasdair Neale, the Symphony’s 
Associate Conductor since 1992. 
He is also the Wattis Foundation 
Music Director of the SFS Youth 
Orchestra, and he will be moving 
on, after this season, to an increas¬ 
ing number of guest-conducting

gigs around the world. He has al¬ 
ways worked well here, but he 
sometimes bites off a bit more 
than he can chew, and the second 
half of the recent concert was a 
case in point. 

Edward Elgar’s Symphony No. 
2 in E-flat major is a big, sprawl¬ 
ing and noble work that demands 
a lot of effort from players and lis¬ 
teners alike. Neale was brave to at¬ 
tempt this long and moody piece, 
but the results were tiring. It does¬ 
n’t help that Elgar builds so many 
thrilling climaxes and then ends 
on a reflective note. There is so 
much that is beautiful in the score, 
but it does go on (and on). The 
conductor almost managed to 
tighten the work, but the audience 
was unmoved, and I was glad to 
hit the invigorating night air my¬ 
self. 

No rest 

Itzhak Perlman needs no intro¬ 
duction here, and he certainly 
didn’t need one for the packed 
house which greeted him fondly 
last week. His accomplishments 
are internationally known, and his 
recorded performances alone 
would assure him everlasting 
fame. Still, at 56 he is not content

Queer civil rights 

L ooking natty in his plaid sport jacket, leopard print hat, bright 
shirt and tie, In The Life (ITL ) guest host RuPaul Andre Charles 
welcomes us to an hour-long exploration of African-American 
queers and their contribution to our culture and history. Charles 
may identify with ITU s subjects “as a brown-skinned person,” but 
whether or not you’re brown-skinned is entirely irrelevant: This J7I 
is important queer history, and all of us need to know it 

First up is a brief examination of Martin Luther King’s associ¬ 
ate Bayard Rustin, who was pushed out of the civil rights move¬ 
ment because of his.homosexuality, Rustin was recently honored by 
an Atlanta rally organized by Charlene Cothran. 

“It’s very important, particularly here in the south, that the gay 
and lesbian movement be a part of the Civil Rights movement,” 
Cothran says, “and, more specifically, the African-American gay 
and lesbian community take homage of Bayard Rustin for being an 
out black gay man in the ’40s. We need that as a positive role model 
to help break up the silence.” 

Fast forward to today, with ITUs story about Keith Boykin, for¬ 
mer head of the National Black Gay 
and Lesbian Leadership Forum. After 
college and law school, Boykin 
worked in several presidential cam¬ 
paigns and the Clinton White House, 
where he helped with the historic 
presidential meeting with national 
gay and lesbian leaders. Despite such 
accomplishments, Boykin struggles 
with which element of his identity 
should come first, race or sexuality? 

“It’s important not to fall into the 
trap of creating a hierarchy where 
one part of your identity becomes 
- more important than another,” 

Boykin says. He recalls Mel Booser, 
who said, “I’ve been called a nigger 

and I’ve been called a faggot. And I can sum up the difference in 
one word: none.” 

For his upcoming book, One More River to Cross: Black and Gay 
in America (to be published later this year), Boykin attempts to 
chronicle the experience of being black and gay. The results of his re¬ 
search, in which he spoke to both straights and gays, surprised him. 

“I learned that black people are not as homophobic as most peo¬ 
ple seem to think they are,” Boykin says with a smile. “They are in 
fact less homophobic than other communities.” Boykin believes 
those impressions of black homophobia stem from the beliefs of 
specific individuals, including Rev. Louis Farrakhan. Boykin and 
the NBGLLF called for gay black men to join the Million Man 
March, a presence that was ignored by the mainstream media, 
which regularly played up Farrakhan’s anti-Semitism and misogy¬ 
ny but seldom his homophobia. The segmenf s conclusion features 
Jonathan Atkin’s celebratory photo essay of gay men at the march. 

The segment about Rev. Irene Monroe focuses on her relation¬ 
ship with Thea L. James, M.D. This material deeply personalizes 
Monroe’s already moving story — she was abandoned as a baby 
andkaised by nuns — and makes ITUs examination of Monroe’s 
studies at Harvard Divinity School an even more fascinating study. 

James Baldwin biographer Randall Kenan discusses the impor¬ 
tance of the author’s celebrated Giovanni's Room, which contains 
one of the most important depictions of same-sex romance in the 
American literary canon. 

“I don’t think a lot of people realize how significant [the publication 
of Giovanni's Room] was,” Kenan says. “It was the late 1950s, and not too 
many people had published works about same-sex love. For Baldwin to 
do it in only his second book was a very bold and brave act.” 

Baldwin was scheduled to speak at the original civil rights march 
organized by Martin Luther King, Jr.’s Southern Leadership Confer¬ 
ence. But the SLC’s “very homophobic” leadership would eventually 
deny him his chance to participate in the very event he helped create. 

“At the last minute, they refused to let Baldwin speak on stage,” 
Kenan says, “which I think is one of America’s greatest losses.” 

ITL turns its attention to HIV prevention and education efforts 
in black communities in two stories, a brief mention of Balm in 
Gilead, a national organization that works to stop AIDS through a 
presence in black churches, and a longer piece about Chicago ac¬ 
tivists battling the rise of transmission among bla«k gay men. With 
the release of a recent New York City Department of Health study 
that found nearly one-third of black gay youth in NYC are already 
infected, this segment’s timing is horrifyingly perfect 

Michelle Lopez is an HIV-positive lesbian mother of two chil¬ 
dren, 14-year-old Rondell and 11-year-old Raven, who is also HIV- 
positive. By day, Lopez works as an HIV peer educator in the Bronx. 
But her entire life personifies the struggle of being a single mom 
with HIV: “We run around, take care of the household and every¬ 
one else,” Lopez sighs, “but we neglect ourselves.” ▼

to rest on his laurels, nor is he in¬ 
tending to rely solely on his fabu¬ 
lous gift as an instrumentalist.

M Arts cover 

Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts is hosting Pierre et Gilles’ first 
museum survey, and the 55 images 
on display will inevitably tease, 
tantalize, and provoke more than 
a small amount of controversy. It 
is difficult to describe their work, 
but I think of their photos as the 
sort of thing the late George Hur- 
rell might have produced after a 
long apprenticeship with The 
Cockettes. All that art theory 
about a “gay aesthetic” is rendered 
superfluous by Pierre et Gilles’ im¬ 
ages. They are so queer, they prac¬ 
tically fly off the page. Religious 
iconography figures prominently 
in the show, with sparkling images 
of everyone from Adam and Eve, 
to Jesus Christ, to a hunky Saint 
Sebastian, wrapped in a skimpy 
white towelette, tied to a rose-cov¬ 
ered post, and pierced by two 
tasteful arrows that protrude from 
his stomach and chest. This Saint 
Sebastian is a gay boy’s wet dream. 

But the scope of Pierre et 
Gilles’ work goes beyond Chris¬ 
tianity, extending into both Hindu 
and classic Greek mythology. And 
in the Pleasures of the Forest series 
(.Les Plaisirs de la Foret), the theme 
of sadomasochism predominates, 
from the black-clad piercings of 
“Polly, 1996” to the cum-stained 
chest of “Johnny, 1996.” And when 
a sweaty Salim Kechiouche, 
wrapped in a towel and standing 
next to a urinal, looks back over 
his shoulder at the camera (“Said, 
1999”), he could easily serve as the

poster boy for gay baths, brothels, 
and t-rooms the world over. 

Still glamour 

The hallmark of Pierre et Gilles’ 
work is beauty — the kind of styl¬ 
ized beauty found in old Hollywood 
films and publicity stills, combined 
with the outrageous physical per¬ 
fection of contemporary gay porn 
stars. Do not look for the freak show 
sensibilities of Diane Arbiis or the 
photographic Freudianisms of 
Richard Avedon’s celebrity por¬ 
traits. With Pierre et Gilles, even 
martyrdom looks glamorous. Wit¬ 
ness the beatific, gilded glow of 
“Saint Etienne” as he is being stoned 
to death, and the come-hither pout 
of “Jesus Christ” as artful rivulets of 
blood trickle from his crown of 
thorns. Even the little beggar (“Le 
Petit Mendiant”) sits with out¬ 
stretched hand and one carefully 
blackened tooth in a field of glitter. 

For religionists, this kind of vi¬ 
sual presentation is tantamount to 
sacrilege; it can provoke the kind 


of response generated by Andres 
Serrano’s “Piss Christ.” For most 
gay people, it is simply a goof. And 
it is impossible to consider that 
work such as this could emerge 
from a heterosexual conscious¬ 
ness. The physical perfection, the 
flights of fancy, the liberal use of 
glitter, and the frequent presence 
of muscular, undressed young 
men all combine to demonstrate a 
uniquely queer sensibility. 

The potentially troubling trade¬ 
mark of Pierre et Gilles’ work is the 
emotional vacuousness of their 
subjects. Even with a bullet hole at 
the temple or a fake tear trickling 
down a cheek, the models’ faces re¬ 
main placid and immobile, recall¬ 
ing the painted expressions found 
on mannequins. Pierre and Gilles’ 
characters face death like Bette 
Davis climbing that staircase in 
Dark Victory, or Susan Hayward 
taking that long, glamorous walk 
to the gas chamber in I Want to 
Live. In a word, their subjects look 
fabulous, but they betray no signs

of an inner life. There is no real 
drama here, only stylized melodra¬ 
ma. If anything diminishes the 
critical appeal of Pierre et Gilles 
work, it is its superficiality, its ob¬ 
session with surfaces at the expense 
of what lies beneath. 

France, once the international 
leader in the world of art and ideas, 
has fallen on hard times. It is, in the 
eyes of most observers, stuck — 
trapped in a prison of faded glory 
and unable to surrender its past in 
order to break through to its fu¬ 
ture. Enter Pierre et Gilles, the great 


Whither the penis?

M any denizens of the Castro may be unconsciously aware of 
Pierre et Gilles’ work from the major controversy a portrait 
of theirs caused in the late 1990s. The portrait in question 
was a 1995 image of porn star Aiden Shaw, used to promote a large 
weekend dance party. In the image, the nude, buff Shaw is shown 
seated and looking up at the camera, wearing little more than a 
large black cowboy hat and a prodigious erection. When promo¬ 
tional posters containing this image started appearing in mer¬ 
chants’ windows in the Castro, women were not amused. 

Via many letters to the editor of this publication, and much 
public comment, some people (mostly women) voiced the opinion 
that the public display of an erect penis in Castro Street shop win¬ 
dows was inappropriate. Counter arguments focused on free 
speech, past oppression of queer images, and hearty encourage¬ 
ments to “get a life.” In the final analysis, the posters came down. 

It appears a similar aversion to the male penis has descended 
upon Dan Cameron, curator of the current Pierre et Gilles exhib¬ 
it at Yerba Buena Center. There is not a single example of male 
frontal nudity in the images assembled for this show. And that is a 
curious oversight in light of the numerous tantalizing Pierre et 
Gilles images that are an homage to male pulchritude, often fea¬ 
turing an erect penis, and occasionally displaying one that is bound 
and trussed. 

Seeking an explanation for this oversight, I wrote Cameron, but 
did not receive a reply. Undeterred, I called him at work several 
days later, at Manhattan’s New Museum of Contemporary Art, 
where he serves as curator. 

Cameron picked up the phone and I introduced myself, re¬ 
minding him about my previous e-mailed question about the 
omission of male frontal nudity. “Oh, yes,” he replied, “I got that 
e-mail. It’s right here on my desk. I’m sorry, but I was on a trip to 
Europe and I meant to get back to you. It’s on my list of things to 
do.” 

I restated the question. 

“Is that the only question? he asked. 

“Yes,” I replied. 

Cameron demurred with audibly interrupted breathing and a 
smattering of unrelated conjunctions that joined neither noun nor 
verb. “I’m sorry, but I really have to take this call right now,” he con¬ 
cluded. “Can I call you back?” 

“That’s fine,” I said, “or you can e-mail me your answer, 
whichever is more convenient. I have 24-hour answering service 
on my phone.” 

I never received a response. Cameron, no doubt, is the man who 
put the “guard” in avant-garde. T

Because of both the potential for HIV transmission and 
the potential for serious adverse reactions in nursing infants, mothers should be 
instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving ZERIT (stavudine). Pediatric 
Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from ade¬ 
quate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional pharmacokinetic 
and safety data in pediatric patients. Adverse events that were reported to occur in 
105 pediatric patients receiving ZERIT 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in 
study ACTG 240 were generally similar to those reported in adults. Stavudine phar¬ 
macokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients ranging in 
age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. or oral 
administration of single doses and twice daily regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). Geriatric Use: Clinical stud¬ 
ies of ZERIT did not include sufficient numbers of patients aged 65 years and over 
to determine whether they respond differently than'younger patients. Greater sen¬ 
sitivity of some older individuals to the effects of ZERIT cannot be ruled out. Ina 
monotherapy Expanded Access Program for patients with advanced HIV infection, 
peripheral neuropathy or peripheral neuropathic symptoms were observed in 15 
of 40 (38%) elderly patients receiving 40 mg twice daily and 8 of 51 (16%) 
elderly patients receiving 20 mg twice daily. Of the approximately 12,000 patients 
enrolled in the Expanded Access Program, peripheral neuropathy or peripheral neu¬ 
ropathic symptoms developed in 30% of patients receiving 40 mg twice daily and 
25% df patients receiving 20 mg twice daily. Elderly patients shouldjie closely 
monitored for signs and symptoms of peripheral neuropathy. ZERIT is known to 
be substantially excreted by the kidney, and the risk of toxic reactions to this drug 
may be greater in patients with impaired renal function. Because elderly patients 
are more likely to have decreased renal function, it may be useful to monitor 
renal function. Dose adjustment is recommended for patients with renal impair¬ 
ment (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: Dosage Adjustment). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. Patients 
should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is usually manifested 
by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine-related peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms 
may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. If symptoms resolve 
completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at one-half the dose 
(see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after resumption of 
ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. When ZERIT is 
used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of 
adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Pancreatitis, periph¬ 
eral neuropathy, and liver function abnormalities occur more frequently in patients 
treated with the combination of ZERIT and didanosine, with or without hydrox¬ 
yurea. Fatal pancreatitis and hepatotoxicity may occur more frequently in patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine and hydroxyurea (see WARN¬ 
INGS and PRECAUTIONS). Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in adult 
patients receiving ZERIT in a controlled monotherapy study (Study AI455-019) 
are provided by percentages as follows: ZERIT40 mg twice daily (n=412)- Headache 
(54), Diarrhea (50), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (52), Rash (40), 
Nausea and Vomiting (39); and zidovudine 200 mg 3 times daily (n=402 )-Headache 
(49), Diarrhea (44), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (39), Rash (35), 
Nausea and Vomiting (44). Study AI455-019 had a median duration of stavudine 
therapy = 79 weeks and a median duration of zidovudine therapy = 53 weeks. 
Pancreatitis was observed in three of the 412 adult patients who received ZERIT in 
a controlled monotherapy study. Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in 
antiretroviral naive adult patients receiving ZERIT from two controlled combination 
studies are provided by percentages as follows: START 1 -ZERIT+lamivudine+indi- 
navir (n=100) with a duration of stavudine therapy for 48 weeks- Nausea (43), 
Diarrhea (34), Headache (25), Rash (18), Vomiting (18), Peripheral Neurologic 
Symptoms/Neuropathy (8); zidovudine+lamivudine+indinavir (n=102)~ Nausea 
(63), Diarrhea (16), Headache (26), Rash (13), Vomiting (33), Peripheral Neurologc 
Symptoms/Neuropathy (7). START 2—ZERIT+didanosine+indinavir(n=102) with 
a duration of stavudine therapy for 48 weeks- Nausea (53), Diarrhea (45), Headache 
(46), Rash (30), Vomiting (30), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (21); 
zidovudine+lamivudine+indinavir(n=103)~ Nausea (67), Diarrhea (39), Headache 
(37), Rash (18), Vomiting (35), Peripheral Neurologic Symptoms/Neuropathy (10). 
START 2 compared two triple-combination regimens in 205 treatment-naive 
patients. Patients received either ZERIT (40 mg twice daily.) plus didanosine plus 
indinavir or zidovudine plus lamivudine plus indinavir. Pancreatitis resulting in 
death was observed in patients treated with ZERIT plus didanosine, with or with¬ 
out hydroxyurea, in controlled clinical studies and in postmarketing reports. 
Selected laboratory abnormalities reported in a controlled monotherapy study 
(Study AI455-019) are provided by percentage with the following parameters: 
ZERIT40 mg twice daily (n=412)-AST (SGOT) >5.0 x ULN (upper limit of normal)-11 %, 
ALT (SGPT) >5.0 x ULN-13%, Amylase >1.4 x ULN-14% and zidovudine 200 mg 
3 times daily (n=402}~ AST (SGOT) >5.0 x ULN-10%, ALT (SGPT) >5.0 x ULN-11 %, 
Amylase >1.4 x ULN—13%. Data presented for patients of Study AI455-019 for 
whom laboratory evaluations were performed. Study AI455-019 had a median 


duration of stavudine therapy = 79 weeks and a median duration of zidovudine ther¬ 
apy = 53 weeks. Selected laboratory abnormalities reported in two controlled com¬ 
bination studies, START 1 and START 2 are provided Grades 3-4 presented first by 
percentage as follows: (Grades 3-4) START 1 —ZERIT (stavudine)+lamivudine+indi- 
navir (n=100}~ Bilirubin >2.6 x ULN (upper limit of normal)-7%, SGOT (AST) >5 
x ULN-5%, SGPT (ALT) >5 x ULN-6%, GGT >5 x ULN-2%, Lipase >2 x ULN-6%, 
Amylase >2 x ULN-4%; zidovudine+lamivudine+indinavir (n=102)~ Bilirubin >2.6 
X ULN-6%, SGOT (AST) >5 x ULN-2%, SGPT (ALT) >5 x ULN-2%, GGT >5 x ULN-

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with aMults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ±SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is 
as follows: 40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg and 30 mg twice daily for patients 
<60 kg. Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 
30 kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or 
greater should receive the recommended adult dosage. Dosage Adjustment: 
Patients should be monitored for the development of peripheral neuropathy, which 
is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. These symp¬ 
toms may be difficult to detect in young children (see WARNINGS). If these symp¬ 
toms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy should be interrupted. Symptoms 
may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms may 
worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy, if symptoms resolve 
completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at one-half the recom¬ 
mended dose: 20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg and 15 mg twice daily for patients 
<60 kg. If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinua¬ 
tion of ZERIT should be considered. Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be adminis¬ 
tered to adult patients with impaired renal function with adjustment in dose by 
patient weight as follows: Creatinine Clearance (mL/min) of >50 (>60 kg-40 mg every 
12 hours and <60 kg-30 mg every 12 hours); Creatinine Clearance (mL/min) of 26- 
50 (>60 kg-20 mg every 12 hours and <60 kg-15 mg every 12 hours); Creatinine 
Clearance (mL/min) of 10-25 (>60 kg-20 mg every 24 hours and <60 kg-15 mg every 
24 hours). Since urinary excretion is also a major route of eliminatiqp of stavudine 
in pediatric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with 
renal impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific 
dose adjustment of ZERIT in this patienlpopulation, a reduction in the dose and/or 
an increase in the interval between doses should be considered. Hemodialysis 
Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours (>60 kg) or 15 mg every 
24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion of hemodialysis and at the 
same time of day on non-dialysis days. Method of Preparation: ZERIT for Oral Solution- 
Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with purified 
water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 1. Add 
202 mL of purified water to the container. 2. Shake container vigorously until the 
powder dissolves completely. Constitution in this way produces 200 mL (deliver¬ 
able volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. The solution may appear slightly 
hazy. 3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. 
Instruct patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and 
to store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C)-. 
Discard any unused portion after 30 days.

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A gay handle on Handel 

Early Music out on CD

A number of wonderful 
recordings of vocal works 
by George Frideric Handel 
(1685-1759), and one by Joseph 
Haydn (1732-1809), have been re¬ 
leased of late. Each offers such a 
winning combination of glorious, 
frequently great singing and su¬ 
perb conducting and playing that 
any laments about a lost “Golden 
Age” of singing seem behind the 
times. 

First on the shelf is Handel’s 
delightful 1740 V.Allegro, il 
Penseroso ed il Moderate (Virgin), 
a two-disc “pastoral ode in three 
parts” composed after poems by 
John Milton. With John Nelson 
conducting Le Ensemble Orches¬ 
tral de Paris, this recording is so 
filled with delightful, virtually un¬ 
stoppable melody and the exuber¬ 
ance of fresh creation that one 
wastes no time trying to figure out 
what supposed plot or common 
thread holds this half ode/half or¬ 



atorio together. The music is 
enough. 

I have been assured by at least 
one gay Early Music conductor, 
whose concerns about retaining 
his “other” job prevent him from 
coming out in print, that the Early 
Music community is filled with 
gay brothers. Nelson’s all-star cast 
includes at least one gay singer, 
countertenor David Daniels, and 
the San Francisco-based lesbian 
soprano Christine Brandes. 
Daniels’ homosexuality and 
longterm relationship have been a 
matter of public record for quite 
some time, the curious experience 
of hearing this man sing suppos¬ 


edly heterosexual love songs to 
another man discussed at length 
in The New York Times. But Bran¬ 
des’ orientation, and her summer 
2000 marriage to conductor Karla 
Lemon, first receive public airing, 
with her permission, in this re¬ 
view. 

Surely, on a musical level, 
Daniels and Brandes have nothing 
to fear. Both are great singers; any¬ 
one stupid enough not to cast 
them would merit the well-de¬ 
served ire of music lovers every¬ 
where. Daniels’ unique voice 
comes as a shock the first time 
around, but it is impossible not to 
capitulate to his combination of 
beautiful tone, flawless coloratura, 
and, when called for, perhaps the 
most impeccable legato to grace 
today’s concert stage. Chris is 
equally accomplished, her mar¬ 
velous rendition of “Sweet bird” 
chirping its song for all the world 
to hear. 

Curiously, in this world of mu¬ 
sical androgyny, Daniels sounds 
more like a woman than a man, 
the fine soprano Lynn Dawson 
like a boy until she lifts above her 
lower range, and the presumably 
straight, married tenor Ian 
Bostridge (who wears too much 
lipstick in some of his postured 
poses) like someone who must be 
gay. Only Brandes and bass Alas- 
tair Miles sound as you’d expect a 
woman and a man to sound. All 
this adds to the fun, melodies and 
genetics melding into an unstop¬ 
pable mellifluous flow. Be sure to

catch Lynn Dawson’s “Or let the 
merry bells ring round,” joyfully 
accompanied by Jory Vinikour’s 
carillon, and the Disc Two cuts 
reminiscent of Messiah. 

Super sonics 

David Daniels reappears in 
Handel’s 1711 opera Rinaldo 
(Decca), a three-disc set conduct¬ 
ed by Christopher Hogwood and 
The Academy of Ancient Music. 
Sonics are super, with the addition 
of chirping birds and convincing 
thunder providing a delightful 
simulation of the opera’s actual 
premiere, which featured pre- Star 
Wars pyrotechnics and the fre¬ 
quent in-house release of prolifi- 
cally-eliminating sparrows. Equal¬ 
ly amazing is the singing. 

The main cast offers no fewer 
than three countertenors, and def¬ 
inite androgynous confusion in 
the yoice of alto Bernarda Fink, 
who sometimes sounds like a 
countertenor in drag. Daniels, 
though his voice sometimes seems 
a bit small and dry, sings the lead 
of Rinaldo to perfection; no mat¬ 
ter what demands are placed upon 
him, he produces a flawless stream 
of sound. Canadian countertenor 
Daniel Taylor, a long-haired blond 
who I’ve been assured is straight, 
sounds best in slower pieces, his 
superb legato contributing a 
touchingly beautiful “Sorge nel 
petto certo diletto.” Bejun Mehta, 
Zubin’s son, has graduated from 
boy soprano to countertenor, and 
does a creditable job. Not that it 



matters, bui soprano Luba Org- 
onasova actually sounds like she 
has a woman’s organs. As for 
mezzo Cecilia Bartoli, who sings 
the smaller soprano role of Rinal- 
do’s betrothed Almirena, her spec¬ 
tacular voice and technique virtu¬ 
ally tear the pants off anyone who 
may actually be wearing them. 
Given all these high voices, the 
marvelous, steady, powerful voice 
of Gerald Finley as the King of 
Jerusalem comes as a welcome 
counterpoint, providing sufficient 
testosterone to bring things back 
into balance. 

As for the music, the Overture 
is good enough to stand by itself 
as a great composition, but one 
may reach one’s share of marches 
and Sinfonia in the last act. The 
opera is not as consistently in¬ 
spired as VAllegro. Thankfully, one 
cannot get enough of Bartoli’s 
“Lascia ch’io pianga,” which rivals 
the poignant, stylistically inau¬ 
thentic but emotionally heart¬ 
breaking 1922 rendition by Clau¬ 
dio Muzio; Daniels’ heart-tugging 
“Caro sposa” and many wondrous 
coloratura flights; and fantasies of 
what Gerald Finley’s voice might 
transform into when channeled 
into lower chakra energy.

iips he first classical music I ever 
J| heard live was by Aaron 
m Copland. That experience — 
in Hayward, no less — had a big 
impact on me. And why? Because 
the music was direct and commu¬ 
nicated vividly. Copland’s cente¬ 
nary was celebrated last year with 
lots of performances, and with the 
release of CDs including one by 
the San Francisco Symphony 
under Michael Tilson Thomas. 
Now we have New York’s Eos Or¬ 
chestra in a Telarc album of four 
film scores, its release timed to co¬ 
incide with PBS’ Copland's Amer¬ 
ica (check local listings), in which 
it plays a starring role. Eos’ first 
CD was all Paul Bowles, and their 
latest, led by music director 
Jonathan Sheffer, is equally fasci¬ 
nating and fun. 

Film music has gotten a bad 
rap, especially in America. In Eu¬ 
rope, nobody cares, and Copland’s 
contemporaries like Prokofiev and 
Honegger went back and forth 
from film to concert work, as did 
Benjamin Britten. Like him, Cop¬ 
land was gay — though not, I 
think, especially out — and 
worked in as many genres as he 
could, with remarkable results in 
each. Being a child of his time, he 
sometimes scored films with so¬ 
cial concerns, like his first, The 
City. Written by leftist Pare 
Lorentz, who did two earlier doc¬ 
umentaries with composer Virgil 
Thomson, and shot by Paul 
Strand, it was first shown at the 
1939 New York World’s Fair. Cop¬ 
land’s music is energetic and high¬ 
ly imaginative, especially cues like 
“Taxi Jam,” with its skittering 
strings, and “New England Coun¬ 
tryside,” which has fluid, delicate 
orchestration and wry, bouncing 
rhythms.'The Office of War docu¬ 
mentary The Cummington Story 
(1945) was about the resettlement 



of presumably Jewish refugees in 
a Massachusetts town. Copland’s 
music here is highly lyrical, string 
dominated, in his idealized Amer¬ 
icana vein. 

He wrote the score for Lewis 
Milestone’s 1943 The North Star, 
which starred Anne Baxter (“Eve, 
Eve”) and Erich von Stroheim in a 
Lillian Heilman script about the 
Nazi rape of a Russian village. Cop¬ 
land’s score is appropriately grand, 
with lots of fanfares and drum tat¬ 
toos, and touching. There’s even 
the witty “Going to School,” which 
sounds like a French children’s 
song, and a wonderful oddity, “The 
Song of the Guerrillas,” which has 
perfectly serious words by Ira 
Gershwin! From Sorcery to Science 
couldn’t be more different. Written 
for a puppet show at the ’39 
World’s Fair, it’s snappy, and shows 
the composer’s command of styles 
— Mexican-Afro-Cuban in 
“African Voodoo,” and advanced 
French-derived harmony in “The 
Alchemist.” 

Copland wrote five other Hol¬ 
lywood scores, including one for 
Wyler’s The Heiress (1949), which 
earned him and Olivia de Havil- 
land Oscars, and the Carroll Baker 
starrer Something Wild (1961). His 
pupil Alex North stayed in Holly¬ 
wood and prospered. Copland 
succeeded, too, in almost every¬ 
thing he did. Sheffer’s orchestra 
responds superbly,.and the sound 
is brilliant and clear, with lots of 
punch. T

This melancholy movie 
will get you appreciating your 
boyfriend/lover. If you are alone, 
it can facilitate a nice cryfest that 
will help ease the emptiness. The 


drome. Mebane himself has two 
mentally challenged siblings, a 
fact which makes this work res¬ 
onate particularly strongly, but 
the black-and-white photos stand 
on their own as confrontational 
portraits which explore the con¬ 
cept of normalcy.
